Marin’s high level of employment 
duiing the holiday season should ex; 
parience only a slight drop after the 
start of the new year. 
This optimistic outlook on labor 
has been taken by Marin office of 
California department of employ­ 
ment. 
It Is the belief of the department’s 
directors that employees who will 
be released from their jobs after 
Christmas will be far less than the 
number who will find work In con­ 
struction trades with the start of 
f air weather. 
“Inasmuch as the level of con­ 
struction employment affects other

Zaro Yacht Project 


An enginecriiig study of practicability of damining upper 
Richardson bay for flood control and other purposes should 
be made as soon as possible but a permit for construction of a 
small boat harbor above Rchardson bay bridge should not be 
issued until the study is made. 
That was the decision of the Mill Valley planning com- 
'mission at a special 'm,eeting this 'm,orning in the 'City hall. 
In a three hour session devoted 4- 
mainly to the bay problem, the 
commission accepted a report of its 
s;pecial committee on the 'P'roblem 
which after two and a half months 
study made this recommendation 
That qual.illed 'engineers 'be^ as­ 
signed to study the complete prac 
ticability of the plan, usually re 
ferred to as the Urquhart plan 
particularly in regard to' its 'flood 
and tide control, economic feasibil 
ity and possible alternative plans. 
'In approving the I6comm.endatl0'n 
and forwarding It to the city coun 
cil for further action, the commis 
Sion asked the council to request toe 
icounty boa.,rd of .supervisO'rs 'to' take 
obtain the necessary eng! 
neering study. Also that if such 
study appears favorable that neces­ 
sary steps be taken to get a com 
plete tide and flood control study 
by the Army corps of engineers. 
Discussion 
at 'today’s m'Seting 
brought out feeling in the commit­ 
tee, however, that there is a grea 
possibility an 
engineering 
study 
might .show' 'the 'P'FOj'ect 'to 'be un­ 
feasible. 
The committee pointed out tha 
in severe weather conditions 550 
acre-feet of water could be dumped 
into Richardson bay in a two hour 
period from the Mill Valley water­ 
shed. If 'this should cO''incide with 
high tide at a time when it was not 
possible to completely empty toe 
area behind the dam, it might cause 
igreat dam.age. 
In this regard one of the other 
alternative plans was mentioned. It 
was that a new earth-fill crossing 
mig.ht span the bay from the upper' 
end of Marinship to Strawberry 
Point. This might be needed in the 
'future, it W'as p0'ln,'ted, out W'hen, de­ 
velopment of toe Tiburón peninsula 
makes it impractical to carry all 
of its traffic back to Alto and then 
acro,s«' 'the 'present and P'fop'Oseil 
redwood bridges.

60 Miners 


Trapped In 


Explosion 


WEST FRANKFORT, 
(ff) — 
Sixty or more coal miners, trapped 
in an underground explosion, were 
feared dea** today e- rescue workeri 
Mbond. frantically toi reach 'to.em.. 
Only five bodies were recovered 
but both mine and state officials 
held little hope that any of the men 
had survived the blast. 
State mine director Walter Eadie 
and the mine superintendent, John 
R. Foster, .said at least M m'en had. 
been entombed 500 feet below the 
earth and some two miles back from 
the shaft. 
But grim-faced rescue workers, 
many of them miners of long ex­ 
perience, thought there were at 
least lOO caught In the Mocked soft 
coal pit. And Eadle and Foster 
agreed their own estimate was "con­ 
servative.** 
The explosion came less than an 
hour after the night shift of 330 
men had reported for wort at 3:30 
p.m. (EST) yesterdif. 
MARSH GAS BLAMED 
Rescue workers, some wearing gas 
masks, were Impeded by foul air a# 
they timbered their 'way to'wird the 
trapped men. The blast, believed to 
have been set off by methane, or 
marsh gas, knocked out cross sec­ 
tion air locks In toe vast diggings 
of the Chicago, Wilmington and 
Franklin No. 2 mine. 
Because of the sha.ttered 'Concrete' 
air locks fresh air from the outside 
was throttled at the point of the 
explosion. This caused fear among 
old-time miners that the trapped 
men may have died from lack of : 
oxygen. 
Telep'hone C'Om.m.umca.tions. 'w'hlch 
thread the 25-year-old mine's web 
of tunnels were knocked out in the 
blast area. And there was no sign ; 
of life from, that .sectiO'n. 
•NO HOPE’ SEEN 
"I’m of the opinion there's no 
tope a.t all for t.hose' that are 'd.'0wn 
there,” said Eadie at mid-mcmtng, 
even as rescue workers appeared to 
be some four to five hours away 
from. :re.ac.hlng the men. 
Foster, superintendent of the mine 
or 22 years, said reports from the 
rescu.e teams in.dI'Cated 'they had 
uncovered at least 14 dead. 
The teams passed up bodies of the 
ead and centered their efforts on 
reaching m.iners w''ho 'might 'bC' alive.. 
The dead men we can’t help” 
Foster said. "We are doing every­ 
thing 'po.ssible to get to the men who 
may be alive.” 
Rescue workers from the sur­ 
rounding towns of Benton, Duquoln, 
Herr.in and 'DO'W'cll rush'Cd 'to' Hit 
disaster to help. 
An actual count of toe trapped 
'ra.en. was 'topossible because' many 
of the miners who escaped went 
back into toe pit to help with res­ 
cue work. 
F'G'UL BLACK. S'M'O'KE 
Twelve hours after the explosion, 
thick, evil smelling smoke still 
belched each time toe elevator doors 
in the deep shaft were opened. 
Inside the dismal concrete build­ 
ing sheltering toe shaft, about 30 
wom'Cn—mO'the'.rs and 'wives— 'were 
standing around in forlorn groups. 
Some were sobbing. One woman was 
standing aside, atone.

It set up 
five main points of study In this 
preliminary report. There :{ere the 
rebuilding of the Highway 101 cross­ 
ing at low-level grade across Rich­ 
ardson bay; a landlocked small boat 
harbor; reclamation of the salt 
marshes, flood control, and tide con­ 
trol.Members of the committee are 
John Kobll (chairman), Otto Von 
Seggem, and Jack C. Cralk. They 
were all present at today’s meeting. 
Other commission members pres­ 
ent were Chalrmah Eugene Craw­ 
ford, Robert Andersen, and Paul 
Brent. 
In regard to SSaro's application 
the commission felt it should oppose 
the prop^al to establish a small 
boat harbor above the Redwood 
bridge on the grounds that boats 
going to or coming from the outer 
bay might force raising of the high­ 
way bridge. This **could back up 
traffic from here to San Francisco 
and Petaluma** and also force some 
of it to try to circumvent the bridge 
by coming through Mill Valley via 
the Old Highway. 
CONSIDER DAM FIRST 
The commission also felt the pro­ 
posed damming plan should be given 
consideration before any permit is 
Issued which might ‘‘preclude or at 
least discourage” the construction of 
an earthflU causeway. 
The committee’s report made 
note of the fact that the highway 
department already is planning con­ 
struction of a second bridge paral­ 
leling the present Redwood bridge 
but rising 13 feet higher above the 
water. 
In a letter from highway engi­ 
neer L. A. WejTnouth, Kobil was 
told the highway department was 
also studying use of a fill in con­ 
nection with this new bridge but 
said that the formation of a lake 
above the fill was "a local matter 
aubject to local discussion.”

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Marines Abundant Talent 
Deserves Encouragement 


The culturil growth of Mario wai well ex­ 
pressed last Sunday by the Marin Symphony 
Orchestra and the College of Marin Choir at 
the Marin Catholic High School gymnasium 
in a Christmas concert. 
It was mighty well attended, although we 
did spot a few vacant seats, sad to say. It was 
also very well received, with all hands of the 
700 music lovers in the audience giving our 
fine musicians one solid ovation after another. 


They came to hear good music, and they 
heard it. 
The janitor, the cop on his night off, the 
insurance adjuster, the banker, the social 
arbiter, the merchant, salesman, minister, 
priest, nun, teenager, college senior-they were 
all there and rubbed elbows in the amiable 
and friendly climate which music-very good 
music—always creates. 
People who come to these affairs are a 
special breed of audience. They are never 
ones to “sit on their hands,’* as old troupers 
are sometimes wont to complain in the theatre. 
All stops are usually pulled when it comes 
to showing how they feel about their artists, 
and deafening hand-dapping is often split 
with “bravos.” 
Our Marin Symphony Orchestra and College 
of Marin chorus, under the lively and in­ 
spirational baton of Clinton Lewis, were 
treated to a genuine musical audience last 
Sunday, and well they deserve it. 


There were sixty members in the orchestra. 
Fifty-two in the chorus, including soloists. This 
makes a round number of 110 people who 
probably averaged 20 hours of rehearsal per 
person for a short two hour program. They 
had to give up cocktail parties and shows and 
card games and dates. They had to say “no'* 
more often than •’yes” during the past two 
months to some pretty entertaining ideas. It 
rcaly isn’t any fun to go over and over and 


over bars of music —unless you really love 
music. 
All these unsung efforts (no pun intended) 
on the part of our Marin musicians and sing­ 
ers are substantial contributions to a growing 
culture here in Marin. 
A culture that is determined to express the 
wonderful climate and the wonderful scenery 
which is ours.

A mountain and seashore should be no less 
an inspiration to a singer or violinist or a 
writer or an aaor than it is to a painter.

We would like to hear more concerts. 
\V*e would like to have more musical schol­ 
arships given out; more painters encouraged 
by public shows for their canvasses; more 
productions by our amateur theatrical groups; 
more writing groups being heard from. 
Let’s show people of talent that they’ll get 
a very fine response here in Marin county. 
We show them by our response to good 
music, good acting, fine painting, good writing 
by our own people. 
Yes, there are a lot of folks now living in 
fi n county who have shown a great amount 
of talent. 
W’e have a foundation for a giowing culture. 
Let's keep things moving and we’ll all profit, 
spiritually and othcnvise. 


W E SEE BY THE PAPERS 


Truman Administration Should 
Face Up To Its Own Blunders 
The charges made over the recent cease-fire 
order in Korea that '^wasn’t ordered/* point up the 
growing sensltlvltj of the Administration to its own 
mistakes and confusion. 
With Increasing Ireguencf the White House is 
blaming the press lor such mixups. Nothing could 
be more conclusive of the tnstahllity and moral 
weakness of our Washington leaden. 
This Is not to say that the prees Is always blame­ 
less. It isn’t. But in the cease-fire case the re. 
aponslbillty Is clear. And Arthur Krock, the New 
York Times’ chief Washington correspondent, chal­ 
lenges the Administration on Its attempts to pass 
the buck. 
Said Mr. Krock: “Whenever this Administration 
falls into a state of confusion and somewhat of 
dismay, and when that condition has become a 
matter of public knowledge and concern, an unusual

barrage of official denials of unwelcome news it 
launched against the free press in a manner to 
persuade the people that the press is deliberately 
giving a lying account of govemment. The Truman 
Administration is in this plight today, its lack of 
co-ordination having reached alarming proportions 
and Its official record showing a growing stain of 
corruption. Accordingly, its denials have become 
more short and ugly.’* 


Krock went on to show that the Associated Press 
report from Korea to the effect that the fighting 
had ceased on “orders from the highest sources’* 
was based on statements made by American officers. 
If these statements were not correct, the White 
House should investigate them. If they were correct, 
the White House shouldn’t deny them. Above all, 
the White House should have the intestinal forti­ 
tude to face up to its own blunders. If it can’t the 
press won’t serve as its scapegoat. —California Com­ 
mentator 


MATTER OF FACT 
U.S., Britain 
Should Join 
In Mid-East 


By STEWART ALSOP 
LONDON — Looking back at a 
journey of observation through tha 
Middle East, one impression stands 
out, American poltoy throughout 
this area is in a state of suspended 
animation, of paraly^ And tha 
basic reason seems simple enough. 
The United States lacks any real 
lever of power in the Middle East. 
The Greek-Turkish aid bill, that 
great turning point in American 
foreign policy, gave the United 
States a lever of power in Greece 
and Turkey. Both Greece and Tur­ 
key have visibly benefitted, with­ 
out any impairment of their sover­ 
eignty or sense of nationhood: The 
net result has been that the Soviet 
drive on Greece and Turkey has 
been halted in its tracks, while 
the United States now has staunch 
allies in both countries. 


WHEN GREEK-TURKISH AID 
was first proposed in 1947, Loy 
Henderson, now Ambassador to 
Iran and then chief of the state 
department’s Middle East Section, 
very strongly advised that Iran 
should be included. But Iran was 
not Included—a decision which 
seems fatally wrong in retrospect 
—largely because Iran was con­ 
sidered primarily a British respon­ 
sibility. What has been happening 
in Iran, and also in Egypt, another 
area of exclusive British respon­ 
sibility, suggests an obvious con­ 
clusion. 
The traditional British system of 
exercising power in such countries 
as these Is breaking down, while 
the United States has lacked any 
means of really inlluencing the 
course of events in these countries. 
At the same Umr the United States 
has also lacked any real lever of 
power in the Arab countries. 


THE 
CREATION OF TH E 
gTATE of Israel has led to the 
danger of a second round in the 
Arab-Israel war starting up at 
any time. This might weU be fatal 
to American and western interests 
throughout the Middle E a s t . 
Therefore the United States had 
adopted a policy of attempting to 
maintain 
a precise, precarious 
balance between lin’ael and the 
Arab states. 
This policy seems logical enough 
at first glance. Yet the net result 
of this attempt to strike a balance 
between a tiny state of a million 
and a half people and a vast, vital 
land area containing forty million 
people has been to create a vacuum 
of power in the Arab states. As 
long as the Arab states cannot be 
strengthened beyond the strength 
of Israel, the United States can 
have no lever of power in the Arab 
world.

THE SLAUGHTER GOES ON 
all but unnoticed except in the 
homes it touches . . . lOO yester­ 
day . . . 100 today . . . 100 to­ 
morrow . . . 
Who will the 1,000,000th victim 
be? Rich man . . . poor man . . , 
or a baby in some one’s arms? 
The one sure thing is that It 
might be you. Of course, the odds 
are in your favor. The chances on 
any one day are about 1,550,000-to- 
1 that you won’t be killed by an 
automobile. Your chances against 
being maimed aren’t that high. 
If you are the unlucky 1,000,- 
000th fatality, the chances are 
that you will die in an accident 
that could have been avoided. 


THEY WILL CART YOU. bleed­ 
ing, to a morgue, where you will 
lie until grieving relatives (^me 
and identify you. There will prob­ 
ably be pictures in the papers 
from coast to coast of how you 
looked alive, and how you looked 
dead, and the story of how you 
kept your small rendezvous with 
destiny. There will be several 
thousand editorials to lament your 
passing and to point out again 
the old moral, “It’s better to be 
safe than sorry.’* 
You will be a brief celebrity for 
sure — a celebrated corpse for a 
day. 
This kind of fame, however, is 
hardly rewarding. You will have 
made a sad Christmas season for 
those who loved you, and you 
yourself will have lost that bright 
gift of time—life. 
The automobiles will go right on 
killing . . . the toU wiU begin its 
climb toward the second millionth 
victim . . . and you will be for­ 
gotten, or remembered at best as 
only a minor footnote in the 
history of the machine age. 


IF THE PROCESS OF disinte­ 
gration in the Middle East is to be 
halted before the Middle East goes 
the way of China, the United 
States must gain levers of power 
in this absolutely vital area. This 
in turn means that there must be, 
first, a basic change in the Anglo- 
American relationship in the Mid­ 
dle East, and second, a basie 
change in the American approach 
to the Arab-Israeli problem. 
The Anglo-American relationship 
in the Middle East has heretofore 
consisted of broad agreement on 
vague generalities at the top. com­ 
bined with beady-eyed suspicion 
and mutual rivalry at the working 
level. The British, acting alone, 
can no longer exercise power ef­ 
fectively in this area, as recent 
history in Iran and Egypt has 
shown. But the United States can­ 
not conceivably afford to dispense 
with British power, which takes 
the form of some 50,000 troops in 
the canal zone, and many other 
forms as well. 


WHAT IS NEEDEB IS A REAL 
pooling of American and British 
power in the Middle East—a sort 
of Anglo-American political, mili­ 
tary and economic joint stock com­ 
pany for the whole area. Such a 
close working partnership would 
represent a really formidable ag­ 
gregate of power, sufficient power 
to offer the only possible real in­ 
surance against the outbreak of 
another Arab-Israeli war. 
This insurance can only take the 
form of an unequivocal Anglo- 
American guarantee against ex­ 
pansion in cither direction. It is 
this, rather than a policy of keep­ 
ing the Arab slates permanently 
weak, which offers the only ulti­ 
mate hope of anything like stable 
relations between Israel and the 
Arab states. This must be com­ 
bined with a really serious effort 
to deal with the poisonous prob­ 
lem of the Arab refugees. 


IN CLOSE WORKING PARTi 
XERSHIP with the British, Am­ 
erican power must then be brought 
to bear with real energy and de­ 
termination, to achieve mutually 
agreed objectives. The central ob­ 
jective must be to create in the 
Middle East reasonably enlighten­ 
ed authoritarian regimes, capable 
of dealing with the west on a ra­ 
tional basis, and capable above all 
of forcing change in an area where 
change is absolutely inevitable. 
We cannot expect to create in 
the Middle East a series of Am­ 
erican stooge governments, and it 
would be fatal to attempt to do 
so. But we can hope to help to 
create and to support in the 


Architect Denies 
'School Cost More* 
EDITOR 
Independent-Journal 
I am writing to comment upon 
your last Friday’s editorial on the 
cost of school buildings. I feel that 
your intent is an admirable com­ 
munity service, and trust that you 
will continue to try to bring the 
facts to your public. However, this 
particular editorial carried some 
statements and some implications 
which are, I 
think, misleading. 
My Firm, incidentally, is not 
connected with any current school 
building program in Marin County. 
The second of your two “high 
cost factors’* was “the system of 
employing architects.’’ You say 
that, since architectural fees are 
generally on a percentage of the 
cost of the work, there is no incen­ 
tive “for the architect to do the 
best (for the taxpayer) possible 
job,’’ since “the more school he 
can sell to the trustees (and the 
taxpayers), the more money he 
makes on the deal.” 
Most architects consider the as­ 
signed budget as much a part of 
the problem as the site, the plan or 
the appearance. It would be very 
poor business lor a man to pur­ 
posely “gold plate’* or overdesign 
a building to thereby increase his 
fee when, in fact, he knows that 
he will be doing many hours of 
unrecompensed work r e v i s i n g 
drawings should bids come in over 
the assigned budget. *rhert is also 
the fact that a happy satisfied 
client, the architect’s reputation 
builder, is not the one who finds 
himself faced with impossible bids. 
There are certainly more fool­ 
proof ways for the archiect to 
“make more money on the deal/* 
if his personal standard permit 
For instance, he can pull out of a 
drawer a daylight control system 
which he has used before and 
knows to be reasonably satisfac-

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tory, or he can, as most architects 
wUl, spend days and weeks design­ 
ing va better system, particularly 
pertinent to the problem at hand 
—even though the cost of each 
may be the same. 
In regard to your statement that 
$18,000 was remo/ed from the cost 
of one Marin school without sacri­ 
ficing any classrooms or anything 
essential, have you carefully con­ 
sidered the meaning of the word 
“essential.” Many things arc not 
important in the Immediate sense, 
but when judged upon mainten­ 
ance 
or educational 
eifidency 
standards, are simply good econ­ 
omy. Children can be taught in 
schools where the lighting is un­ 
even or where glare is permitted— 
but is the child’s eye strain worth 
it? Floors, walls and roofs may be 
designed and specified so that re- 
finlshing or replacement is a 20 
year item, or a five year item. 
Certainly the taxpayer is as much 
intereeted in upkeep costs and the 
teaching environment as he is in 
initial cost. 
I am also certain that many 
taxpayers are aware that 15 dol­ 
lars a foot is not “substantially 
more” than the current cost of 
WDipasrable private structures. The 
architects of comparable private 
structures generally work on the 
same type of contract that they 
have with school districts, and the 
“Sacramento” requirements actu­ 
ally add comparatively little to the 
bid costs. It should be remembered 


however, that schools are one of 
the few types of buildings being 
built at the moment, and that 
school bids necessarily c a r r y 
amounts for contingencies occa­ 
sioned by indeterminate labor and 
material factors. 
There are, as you say, other ac­ 
ceptable methods for paying ar­ 
chitects, but no one of them is 
perfect. In the end, you have to 
rely to a large extent upon the 
man's integrity — just as you must 
rely upon the Doctor’s integrity 
when you arc told that you must 
have an operation, or upon the 
newspaperman’s when you read his 
reports. In regard to an architect’s 
charges, Incidentally, it should be 
made clear that the percentage is 
a gross fee. It is also true that the 
pyramiding amount of consulta­ 
tion and form-filling sessions ne­ 
cessitated by CMP, NPA and State 
Aid has not particularly helped 
the office overhead account.

WASHINOTON m — Bifori 
public interest in the govemment 
scandals subsides there will b« 
more investigations and, probab­ 
ly, more irregularities exposed. 
But the interest, publle shook, 
investigations and exposures wiU 
be a farclil, short-time result un­ 
less steps tre taken to make 
future crookedness tougher. 
President Truman said he’ll try 
to make It harder for govemment 
employee to have outside intermts. 
That should help, by cutting off 
some of the |venues that lead to 
crookedness or “indiscretions .’* 


BUT MAKING CROOKEDNliS 
more difficult won’t keep crooks 
out, no matter whether Demo­ 
crats or Republicans are In the 
saddle,

The shenanlgsns of racketeers 
get headlines — never falling to 
horrify the general public — but 
the racketeers are only a small 
, percentage of the crooks that are 
loose. 
Govemment a 11 o r n e y i who 
handle tax cases, for Instance, will 
show you that the overwhelming 
percentage of tax frauds are com­ 
mitted by people who have been 
considered pillars of their com­ 
munity. 
In the past year a special com­ 
mittee of the senate was set up 
under Senator Douglas, IllinoU 
democrat, to study the problem of 
ethics In govemment a n d it 
reported: 
“No group in society is in a 
position to point the finger of 
scorn at others. Influence peddlers 
can exist only as long as business­ 
men or others tre w i l l i n g to 
patronize them. 


“FAVORITISM CAN BE a prob­ 
lem only when Individual men and 
women seek favors of the govern­ 
ment. Gifts, improper pressure, 
and bribes come from outside the 
govemment, f r o m 
Individuals, 
organizations, and from groups 
which are part of what we call 
the ‘public*. 
“When educational instilutionf 
which we have long regarded as 
responsible for m o r a l leadership 
are troubled with problems of 
professionalism, 
oommr-riallam 
and d i s h o n e s t y in amateur 
athletics, it Is evident that we are 
all living in the s a m e glass 
house.” 
In the past congress could have 
tightened the laws to keep em­ 
ployees of the government on the 
straight and narrow. It may do 
something in that direction at a 
result of the present disclosures. 
Several months ago the house 
subcommittee investigating 
th e 
tax scandals requested that all 
employees of the Internal revenue 
bureau be ordered to fill out a 
questionnaire showing all their In­ 
come. This was done. 


BUT MEMBERS OF congress 
themselves have shown remarkablt 
lethargy in disclosing their Income 
or its sources. Every year since 
1947 Republican Senator Morse 
has urged congress to pass a law 
which would require all membari 
of congress and all judges to list— 
for public Inspection—all their In­ 
come above their salary. The same 
would apply to other govemment 
employees making $10,000 a year or 
more. 
President Truman came out for 
pretty,much the s a me plan a 
eouple of months ago. 
But once again congress went 
home for the year without paying 
any attention to the suggestion. 
After it left, the Douglas commit­ 
tee proposed a similar plan for 
action in 1952. 
If the public could see such a 
list of congressmen’s income it 
would be able to tell a little better 
—after a m e m b e r of congress 
plugged for or opposed a certain 
bill—whether he had any personal 
Interest in It or stood to lose or 
benefit, depending o’n whether it 
passed or didn't. 
When they argue on the floor 
about a bill, members of congress 
never ask one another about per­ 
sonal interest. But a public listing 
of income would let the public 
know .sometimes whether a body 
was buried.

Santa is just 
Him with a white beard on. 
Perhaps, if Santa Claus pressed 
his views 365 days a year, as Jesus 
did—he might, even In these en­ 
lightened days, risk a similar perse­ 
cution. 
RID OF PREJUDICES 
What is Christmas? 
It is the time of letting-go of 
hidebound prejudices and having 
the courage to be sentimental and 
good. It is the time when men take 
down a cold unfeeling star from the 
sky and make It a warm and stir­ 
ring beacon on a free. 
Mainly the grownups say, “Christ­ 
mas is for the kids.” But they them­ 
selves enjoy It most, although often 
they are oddly ashamed to acknowl­ 
edge it. In December their crust of 
foolish sophistication — the crust 
they grow to protect themselves 
from disappointment—wears thin. 
They light a silent candle to an old 
belief, that most men really do wish 
each other will but don’t know quite 
what to do about it. 
What is Christmas? It is a sea­ 
son when they can cast away their 
mutual doubts and really do some­ 
thing for one another. 
JEWISH SERVICES 
The Jews, who regard Jesus as 
only a prophet, have their own fes­ 
tival this time of year. It Is called 
Chanukah, the festival of lights. It 
lasts eight days. On each day they 
light another candle, give another 
gift.The other day a Jewish friend of 
mine, whose children go to a pub­ 
lic school and love the festival of 
Christmas, told me the plight of 
his young daughter. 
She came to her father and said: 
“Daddy, I was chosen to be an 
angel in our Christmas play, but do 
I have the right to play it?” 
And her father, knowing her 
problem, said: 
“Honey, be their angel.” 
I think that is Christmas — and 
America. 


Bay Commuters 
Say New Bonds 
Not Beneficial 
SAN FRANCISCO (A>)—The «c-ío. 
ciation of Bay Bridge Commuters, 
seeking to have the San Francisco 
Bay span become toll-free next year 
as scheduled, said yesterday that 
state-authorized refinancing of the 
bridge will not benefit bridge users. 
The commuter group’s argument 
was presented in an affidavit as 
the Superior court here delayed for 
a week a hearing on their suit for 
a permanent injunction to prevent 
the state Toll Bridge Authority from 
selling 121,000,000 in bonds to re­ 
finance the bridge. 
Last week they won a temporary 
restraining order blocking the sale, 
but the state Supreme court lifted 
the order, permitting the bridge au­ 
thority to offer and receive bids 
for the bonds. 
Under federal regulations, when 
the original bridge bonds are paid 
off next year, the span must be 
made toll free. But the Toll Bridge 
Authority is seeking to keep the 
tolls while a second bridge is built 
and paid for. Its backers say few 
would pay toll on a new span if 
travel was free on the present 
bridge. 
But the commuters said yester­ 
day that the Issuance of new bonds 
will benefit “no one except east bay 
real estate interests, people who 
handle insurance on the bridge, and 
bond buyers.” 
Further, they contend the sale of 
new bonds will delay, rather than 
speed construction of a second cross­ 
ing.“If purposeless indebtedness !s 
placed on the exfsttog bridge, no 
additional transbay crossing will be 
constructed in the near future,” 
their affidavit stated.

Probe Is Due 
On New Law 
School Rules 
SACRAMENTO (-P) — The State 
Bar’s new rules on accrediting Cali 
fomla law schools are going to be 
looked into by a group of assembly­ 
men. 
Chairman Ralph M. Brown (D. 
Modesto) of the Assembly Judiciary 
committee yesterday gave the Job 
to a three man subcommittee head­ 
ed by Assemblyman Randal P. 
Dickey (R., Alameda) . 
He said in a letter to Dickey the 
Bar Association’s new rules have 
the same effect as a bill which was 
rejected in the Legislature. 
The bar recently laid down these 
requirements for accreditation of 
law schools: 
At least three full time Instruc­ 
tors, a library of 74kK) volumes and 
the admission only of students with 
at least two years of college training. 
Accreditation formerly depended 
on the percentage of a school’s stu­ 
dents passing the bar examinations. 
Non-aocredlted schools can continue 
to operate, but their students must 
take a preliminary examination at 
the end of their first year and take 
courses for four instead of toee 
years. 
Brown named Assemblymen Rob­ 
ert I. McCarthy (D., San Francisco), 
Patrick D. McGee (R., Los Angeles) 
and Arthur H. Connolly (R., San 
Francisco) to serve with Dickey. 
Brown will be an ex officio member 
of the subcommittee.

WASHINGTON (JP) —Uncle Sam 
is urging farmers to declare an ag­ 
gressive war against rats. 
’The rural rodent, says the agri­ 
culture department, is eating enough 
grain to create a serious food pro­ 
duction problem. 
The agency estimates that rats 
alone eat about 250 million bushels 
of grain annually. That is nearly 
10 per cent of the quantity farmers 
feed annualiy to produce the na­ 
tion’s supply of pork, beef, poultry 
and eggs. 
The department also estimates 
that between 300 million and 600 
million bushels of grain are lost 
each year to insects. 
“Complete prevention of losses by 
rodents and insects,” the depart­ 
ment says, “would save more than 
enough grain to eliminate the pros­ 
pective grain deficits during the 
next few years and greatly'reduce 
efforts needed otherwise to increise 
production.” * 
While conceding that complete 
elimination of such losses is not 
possible, the department says farm­ 
ers can utilize rat and insect con­ 
trol measures which would greatly 
reduce these losses.

They sing 
carols, and give each other gifts. 
But they stlH must remove their 
shoes when they go into tiieir liv­ 
ing quarters. Those floors come 
irst, even at Christmas. 
Some of the boys at this reform 
school 
have been 
getting 
into 
trouble. They know theyTl receive 
no presents from home, not even 
card fimn Mom. They resent 
Christmas. They break rules, and 
land in the ^disciplinary quarters. 
At this place • the disciplinary 
quarters are a prison block with a 
ancy exterior. Ihaidt is the usual 
d-abness, the usual vice, and misery. 
The exterior fools only casual visi­ 
tors. 
I didn’t ask to go inside the prison 
block this time. I did walk up to 
of the barred windows and 
one 
peered In. It was hard to see inside, 
liecause It was so dark In there. 
When 1 finally did make out what 
wss seeing, 1 was Jolted dear down 
to my soul 
There, not four Inches from my 
fact were crowded five small boys* 
fices. Itiey wen forloro» hopeless 


little faces. They were jammed to­ 
gether to see outside, staring wist­ 
fully out at a world that even denied 
them Christmas.' I'm afraid I wept, 
friends. I love children. 
Please remember those boys, as 
you sit with your children around 
your dinner table tonight. When, oh 
when will we stop this senseless mis­ 
treatment of our delinquent chil­ 
dren? 
QUESTIONS ANSWERED 
Q. What proportion of the in­ 
mates of our reform schools return 
to criminal activities when released? 
A. Most of them do, the pnmor- 
tion varies from two-thirds to four- 
fifths. *’Reform schools** dont re­ 
form.

Marin Health Officer Clarice 
i Haylett declsjed this week that 
rising total ot trichinosis cases In 
Marin warrants local investigatton

ards of eating undercooked pork. 
Nine cases have reported so far, 
compared with only two last year. 
Humans pick up trichinosis by 
eating pork from animals fed on 
raw garbage. Dr. Hajdett explained. 
Though two-thirds of the pork cat 


I en in California comes from out oi ’ 
state, garbage feeding of hogs is 
common practice In California. 
*To date, aU methods developed 


I to detect trichina-infected pig car 
! casses have proven to be Impracti- 
| cal," Dr. Haylett said. "Since mos 
of us are not in a position to know 
the dietary habits of the pig that 
I produced our sausage m.eat, thor- 
| ough cooking is the only alterna­ 
tive." 
This applies to all fresh pork 
bear, deer and other wild animal 
meat which also may carry the 


I deadly parasite, she warned. 
There Is no specific treatment for 
trichinosis, which is often mistaken 
for influenza. Symptoms range from 
mild reactions to agonizing, fata! 
infections In extreme cases. An up­ 
set stomach may or may not occur 
after eating the infected meat. 
A week m* two later fever, head­ 
ache, swelling of the face and mus­ 
cular pains will appear. But that 
may be only the beginning, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Haylett. Though the worst 
phase of the disease usually sub­ 
sides in six to eight weeks, the

Almonds Make Fine 
Holiday Treats

Many holiday recipes call for 
delicious blanched almonds. Al­ 
monds in or out of the shell are 
available 
in 
see-through 
bags; 
shelled almonds are also on the 
market in handy six-ounce cans. 
To blanch the almonds at home 
just cover them with cold water 
and bring to a boil over moderate 
heat; drain at once, press off the 
aklns with thumb and forefinger, 
and place the nuts on an absor­ 
bent towel to dry thoroughly. If 
you want to halve the almonds, 
split them with a small sharp 
knife as soon as you've pressed 
off their skins and while the nut 
meats are still warm. 
When a recipe calls for “roast­ 
ed” blanched almonds, put the 
prepared nut meats In a shallow 
pan and toss them with a little 
melted butter or margarine (1 tea­ 
spoon to 1 cup of the nuts) and

Basements 
So You're Going 
To Build A House 


Good overall proportions, good balance of architecture! feat­ 
ures, a delíníte center of interest are three m o st vital factors 
in home design. Without these a house gives the impression 
•omething is wrong. Many a designer has planned o house 
well, only to have it changed in the interests of economy or 
whimsey. If you have selected a good design and certain 
changes are necessary to make the home fit your own family 
picture, consult an architect if possible before making the 
changes. His opinion won't cost you much and may save you 
from anguish every time you come up the front wolk. We^ 
show here how easy it is to go wrong, with three different 
versions using the same floor plan* 


Poor Proportion—Poor Balance—No Center of Interest—House 
without a personaiity. 
The first blow to the eye is the ugly 
front "stoop" ana expanse of foundation wall. 
The large 
window at the left, and the complicated go rage door ponel- 
Ihg give an out-of-balance appearance. 
The inadequate 
door canopy and the outdated, over-ornate front door mokes 
the house suffer still more. 


Good Proportion 
Fair Balance—Still No Center of Interest- 
Same house, but better. 
Roof lines are evened up ond 
brought down to give a longer, lower, better-proportioned 
look. 
Balance is improved immensely by bringing the house 
down to ground level, by enlarging windows, by occenting 
horizontal. 
The heavier chimney helps us too. 
But some­ 
thing still Is lacking. 
We might say here is a good house, 
there is nothing exciting about it. 


Good Proportion—Good Balance—Definite Center of Interest— 
Our house hos become exciting! The architect's skill has done 
things to snap the eye to attention. 
Trellis work, modern 
window treatment and planting wall at the right of the door­ 
w ay become the central point of o composition. 
From this 
point the eye is led naturally to the balancing point of interest 
left of the doorway, then to contemplation of the whole. 
Over-oll balance of the design is improved further by break­ 
ing up roof lines and by moving the window at the right 
oround to the end wall. 


Problem In Outlets 
FHA regulations for hom e-build­ 
ing and th e N ational Electrical 
Code specify one convehieite out­ 
let tor every 90 feet of perim eter 
of room and at least one outlet in 
every wall. B ut if the wall is 


broken by a do<nrway. you'll need 
to outlets on th a t aide to avoid 
the danger of long extension wires 
up-and-over or across the door 
opening.

A dam p basem ent can do more 
harm to a house th an years of 
weathering or a generation of wear 
and tear. It can cause dry ro t of 
vital structural members. I t breeds 
mildew. I t Is destructive to valu­ 
able equipm ent—furnace, laundry 
m achines and other m etal work. 
And it deprlvM a householder of 
the use of indispensable storage 
space. 
The Ideal basem ent Is warm 
and dry in winter, cool and dry in 
summer. T hat dry quality the year 
round is far cheaper to obtain 
th an paying for excessive repairs 
and replacem ents. 
The m ost economical and effec­ 
tive steps toward a perm anently 
dry basem ent can bC' taken when 
a house is being built. B ut don’t 
give up hope if you’re not In the 
m arket for a new house. There are 
m any 
practicable 
remedies 
for 
dam p basem ents. 
The only trouble is th a t the 
cause of one dam p basem ent m ay 
not be the cause of another. You 
have to a n a ly * your own problem 
carefully. There is no single cure- 
all. As In the treatm ent of an 
infection, both the symptoms and 
the cause m ust be understood. 
There are three m ajor form s o f^ - 
basem ent dampness: cond 
'»tion, 
capillary action and outright leak­ 
age. 
CONDENSATION 
is 
probably 
the m ost common offender and 
usually the easiest to combat. It is 
caused 
when 
moist 
warm 
air 
touches a cold surface and invis­ 
ible vapor suddenly condenses to 
water. This is Illustrated by th at 
old standby—the glass of ice water 
sweating in the summertime. 
W arm air can hold m uch more 
w ater In the form of vapor th an 
cold air. As soon as you h eat air, - 
it becomes thirsty and drinks up 
any pioisture present, through the 
process of evaporation. This can 
be speeded up by keeping the air 
in motion. 
HEATING AND VENTILATING 
are sometimes enough to overcome 
condensation. The heat raises the 
capacity of the air to take up and 
hold water. I t can warm the wall 
surface above the dew point. Then 
ventilation, in dry weather, can 
remove the moist air. 
Sometimes an uninsulated water 
heater will provide enough h eat 
in the basem ent In summ er to 
prevent condensation. B ut it’s im­ 
po rtan t to have alk fuel-burning 
heaters vented Into the chimney, 
because of moisture added to the 
air through the process of com­ 
bustion. 
The only trouble with ventilation 
Is th a t It depends on outdoor h u ­ 
midity. In wet weather it doesn’t 
help much. B ut normally it is ef­ 
fective, because more moisture is 
created in the average house th an 
outside air contains. Clothes dryers 
and 
even 
laundry hanging 
on 
lines in a basem ent send all the 
w ater in the wet wash into the air, 
increasing the hum idity. So during 
laundry operations, the same as 
during cooking or after bathing 
upstairs, ventilation is im portant. 
REMOVING THE MOISTURE 
from the air is basically the most 
effective measure In elim inating 
dampness 
due 
to 
condensation. 
M echanical dehumidifiers, working 
on the principles of a refrigerator, 
can be purchased. They contain 
an evaporation coil th a t Is kept

Roofings Vary 


Roofing products are m anufac­ 
tured in varying weights, with the 
heavier roofings, such as asphalt 
three-tab or individual shingles, 
best adapted for perm anent struc­ 
tures having slopmg rather th an 
flat-pitched roofs. Well suited for 
use on summ er cottages, small 
farm, .service buildings and tem ­ 
porary storage structures are the 
lighter weight roofings of the roll 
type. 


Just above the freezing point. This 
does not cool the basem ent, be­ 
cause the heat removed from th ^ 
air .is blown back. in.to the air 
through the condenser, while the 
m oisture is removed. The m oisture 
runs down the coü into a drain or 
container. I t isn’t unusual to find 
a bucket of w ater removed from 
the air w ithin 24 hours. 


BASEMENTS ALSO CAN be de­ 
hum idified with chemicals. Cal­ 
cium chloride is commonly used 
because of its ability to absorb 
m.oisture and its relatively low cost 
—about 3 cents per pound in large 
lots. I t can be used only once, 
though. W hen liquified it m ust be 
disposed of where it cannot injure 
concrete or any vegetation. I t cor­ 
rodes iron, so flush it well when 
emptying it down drains. 


Lithium chloride is used like 
calcium chloride. 
Silica gel has the advantage of 
re-use. Heating the gel drives off 
the w ater and restores the absorp­ 
tion. quality. Some m echanical de­ 
hum idifiers employ silica gel by 
discharging the heated m oisture 
through a vent to the outdoors. 


Wood vs. Steel 


Wood cabinets are easier to in­ 
stall th an steel ones but pre­ 
fabricated steel cabinets have the 
advantages of strong construction 
and a style which blends well with 
m'Odern. kitch.e.n. appliances. Steel 
is easier to clean, and the weather 
will not affect the operation of 
doors and cabtoet drawer.s.. 


Rot-Proof Posts 
T he rotting of fence posts or 
m ail box posts can be: forestalled 
by charring th e end th at will be 
buried. A craftsm an finds this a 
convenient stopgap when creosote 
and other im pregnations are not 
available. He builds a small bon 
lire and burns the ends of each 
post until well charred by the 
flam es. 
He says this method is 
effective against insects as well as 
against n atu ral decomposition.

FOR SERIOUS STUDY it is de­ 
sirable to have 40 foolcandles of 
good quality light. 
Use a single table lamp about 
25 inches high, not less than 21 
inches, with a white-lined opaque 
shade, which leflects 'the li!gh;t 
downward onto the desk top. A 
light-colored shade can be used, 
but not one which will be bright 
when the la'mp is^ lighted, because 
that would be a source of direct 
glare. To assure a generous spread 


of light on the desk, the lower edge 
of the shade should be 15 inches 
above the desk top and at least 1€ 
inches in diameter. 


INSIDE THE SHADE the lamp 
has a diffusing bowl of plastic or 
blown glass, eight to nine inches 
across the top. This throws some 
light up to the celling, where it is 
distributed throughout the room, 
giving general illumination. It also 
gives a soft diffused light over 
the desk, rather than a glaring 
spot of light on a small area. A 
150-watt bulb or a 50-100-150 
three-way bulb may be used. A 
study lamp should have either a 
diffusing bowl or a white Indirect- 
lite bulb to diffuse the downward 
light. 


A SINGLE TABLE LAMP should 
be placed not more than 15 inches 
to one side of the work center and 
12 inches from the front edge of 
the desk. If the student is right- 
handed ,the lamp should be on 
the left: otherwise his writing 
hand wiU make shadows on his 
work. 
• 
TWO WALL LAMPS can be 
used on each side of the work 
area. The centers of the lamps 
should be 30 inches apart and 17^ 
inches from the front edge of the 
desk. The bottom of each shade is 
IS inches above the desk top. 
These lamps also have diffusing 
bowls, six inches in diameter at 
the top. They use 100-watt bulbs. ~ 
The shades are 0% Inches high 
and 10 inches across at the bottom. 
THIS ARRANGEMENT gives a 
very even light over the top of 
the desk anjl also leaves more desk 
space for Itooks and papers. The 
fact that the desk is placed against 
a plain light-colored wall means 
that additional light is reflected 
from the wall onto the desk. This 
also avoids any sharp contrast of 


light and dark between desk, pa­ 
pers and wall. 
If the top of the desk is shiny, 
you will have reOected 
glare, 
which causes eyestrain. It is best 
to cover the working area with 
light blotters; this prevents the 
glare and does away with the dis­ 
turbing contrast between a dark 
table and bright papers. 
For easy reading, a book should 
be propped at a 45-degree angle, 
instead of lying flat on the desk. 
And the level of the student's 
eyes should be 14 inches above the 
top O'f the desk. A cushio'n 'may 'be 
used to raise a small child to the 
proper height.

good church can be ruined by bad 
glass and good glass can almost 
redeem bad architecture. 
In Marin county, the studios 
work can be seen in the Sausallto 
Christ Episcopal church, th^ famed

Glass has been a subject of faa- 
eánation of Cummings, a former 
Belvedere city councilman, since

With glass work an avocation at 
first, Cummings took over a studio 
in San Francisco in 1921 with a 
friend and in 1928 became sole 
owner.

tian basilicas of Italy and to 
southern Europe.

It was the eve before Christmas 
and mother and dad were return* 
ing home, their arms laden with 
bundles. A soft mantle of snow 
covered the earth. The last rays 
of the wtnter*e iun cast a rosy 
glow on the window panes edged 
with frosty white.

exclaimed,

of the step, dad's prise rose bushes 
w m covered with glorious red 
blooms. As he reached out and 
touched the red crepe paper flow­ 
ers, a Utter of laughter came from 
within.

IN CAL1FOÉN1A we don't have 
to tie paper flowera on the bushes 
to have roses in December. We 
can dash out in the yard and 
gather an armful of greens with 
which to decorate the mantle, 
make a wreath for the door, or a 
centerpiece for the table. 
Simple arrangements are always 
the most effective. A grouping of 
these new oversize candles, a few 
sprigs of greens, with dusters of 
red berries make a holiday decor­ 
ation your friends w ll talk about. 
If you don't have pyrmcantha or 
toyon berries in your garden col­ 
ored balls are a handy substitute. 
Sprays of greens with pine cones 
and berries seem to be gaining fa- 
Vw with 'the 'tr,adltlo<nal wrea'th ,as, 
a decoration for the door.

You will want to enjoy and keep 
these fest,'t,ve an,d gay olanis, long 
past the hojiday season. Most gift 
plants should be set in a pan of 
water for a few minutes each day. 
so they can absorb enough w i^ r 
to keep moist without the soil be­ 
coming soggy. Keep them awmy 
from sudden drafte 'and'' cha,ngeS' In, 
temperature. 
AZALEAS ENJOY an overhead 
syringing daily in addition to the 
watering, and should be kept in 
the coolest part of your house. Gift 
plan'ts arc' sometlm,es forced, into' 
bloom and are not as strong as 
those allowed to matur as nature 
dictates. However, it is worthwhile 
saying your plant and setting it 
out In your garden where It will 
receive a few' goo'd hours 'Of 'morn­ 
ing su'n only ind, 'where the dra,in- 
age Is adequate. Poor drainage Is 
deadly to an azalea. 
If your poinsettia is In a porous 
clay pot, set the pot in a larger 
waterproof container and surround 
It W'ith wet peat 'tn,oss.

This will insure a steady 
supply of moisture to the roots.

Research, Cummings explained, 
involves taking the viewpoint of 
window donor, church committee 
or clergy and interpreting It ar­ 
tistically. In many cases it is 
necessary to do research into the 
life, say, of an obscure saint, to 
delve Into heraldry, church history, 
*'*You must have a religious^ 'na­ 
ture to work constructively and 
in stained glass," Cummings 
believes. "Otherwise in working 
out-subJect matter, you’d com­ 
pletely miss the feeling." 
Unless you have a reverence fear 
Ood, I don't see: how j'O'U can, be' 
creative in this." 
TO DO A REALLY CREATIVE 
job, you have to have opinions of 
your own, Cummings said and not 
Just follow the ideas of the people 
w'hO' give the ordem for w,lnd,0'Ws. 
As an example, he mentioned the 
importance of symbq|ism in color. 
Once a woman wanted him to 
put red on the garments of the 
Lord 
in 
Ascension. 
Cummings 
finally convinced her that the tra- 
'dltio'nal off - white, .symbolizing 
purity was more fitting. 
Red. he said, symbolizes lovef 
green, hope; gold, achievement; 
purple, royalty; blue, spirituality. 
Alter the research is completed,

ing called a cartoon.

The pattern drawing is a car­ 
bon copy of the cutline drawingi. 
After the glass is selected the glass 
cutter' places 'the 'patte'tn on :a 
piece of the desired color and cuts 
the glass to the shape of the pat- 
' tern.

Then the painter paints on each 
piece of glass with special paint 
the .main, outlines of the cartoon, 
'and. fired in. an electric: 'kiln.. Fur­ 
ther patterning is applied in half­ 
tone mats to control the light and 
bring colors into harmony and 
then the pieces are fired again at 
1250 degr^Bs. The pieces which 
look grey tefore 'they are fired, :are 
glossy afterwards. 
THE GLAZIER THEN FITS the 
glass into the proper grooved lead, 
the many Joints, formed by the 
leading are soldered and the en­ 
tire w'hi'dow is ce''mented 'on 'both.

Cumming.s said it 'takes, about 
three months to make a window 
and the price might run anywhere 
from $200 to $10,000.

Dr. Martin Luther Composed 
Beautiful Christmas Lullaby

W hen Dr. M artin L uther’s name in mentioned, most people 
think at once of his great Reiorm ation hymn, “A Mighty Fort­ 
ress Is O ur God.” 


Few, however, are aware of the fact that he also wrote the 
beautiful Christmas lullaby, “Away in A Manger”, so familiar 
to children of the church throughout the world. 


He wrote another less-familiar Christmas hymn for his little 
son, Hans, when the lad was five years old. Composed in 1535, 
the latter hymn was sung through the centuries each Christmas 
morning at daybreak by singers standing in the dome of the 
“Kreu/ Kirche” in Dresden, Germany. Here is its opening stan/a: 


“ Good news from Heaven the afigels bring. 
Glad tidings to the earth they sing; 
To us this day a child is given. 
T o crown us with the joy of Heaven”.

become a father in a short time; 
he would have a son, and he 
should call him John, “And thou 
shalt have joy and gladness; and 
many shall rejoice at his birth.”

Employment 


Marin's high level of employment 
during the holiday season should ex­ 
perience only a slight drop after thé 
start of the new year. 
This optimistic outlook on labor 
has been taken by Marin office of 
California department of employ­ 
ment. 
It is the belief of the department's 
directors that employees who will 
be released from their Jobs after 
Christmas will be far less than the 
number who will find work in con­ 
struction trades with the start of 
fair weather. 
"Inasmuch as the level of con­ 
struction employment affects other 
industries in Marin," the department 
explained in a bulletin recently, 
“there should be an uptrend in 
total employment by February or 
March.” 
The explanation put an end to 
fears which arose when the total of 
claims for unemployment insurance 
filed at the office during the Latter 
half of November were double the 
number taken in the first weeks of 
the month. 
Construction workers, the offi­ 
cials pointed out, laid off because of 
rainy weather, constituted at least 
75 percent of these claimants. 
"This situation a p p e a r s to be 
temporary however, for Job open­ 
ings should pick up with better 
weather and th e resumption of 
normal a c t i v i t y in construction 
trades," the bulletin concluded.

Cleveland Pedestrian Death 
One Millionth In Traffic 
CLEVELAND (AP) — A 52-year- 
old pedestrian, Miss Elma H. Wis- 
chmeier, who worked in a food pro- 
cesiug splant, was the one millionth 
traffic f a t a l i t y recorded by the 
Associated Press. 
Her death occurred at 7:20 pm . 
Eastern Standard Time last night. 
She died in Lakewood hospital of 
injuries received at 6 pun. Dec. 11 
when she was ^struck by a tractor- 
trailer on Lorain avenue at West 
150th street on Cleveland's west 
side. 
The woman suffered a fractured 
pelvis and left leg, numerous bruises 
and a severe cut on her right leg. 
She had lost considerable blood by 
the time she reached the hospital. 
Miss Wischmeif lived alone in a 
trailer camp a short distance from 


the scene of the accident. 
The victim, en route home from 
work and carrying several packages, 
was crossing at the intersection dur­ 
ing a snowfall. 
She walked south across Lorain 
avenue.

An engineering study of practicability of damming upper 
Richardson bay for flood control and other purposes should 
be made as soon as possible but a permit for construction of a 
small boat harbor above Rchardson bay bridge should not be 
issued until the study is made. 
1 hat was the decision of the Mill Valley planning com­ 
mission at a special meeting this morning in the city hall. 
In a three hour session devoted ♦------------------------ 
—----- — 
mainly to the bay problem, the 
commission accepted a report of its 
special committee on the problem 
which after two and a half months 
study made this recommendation: 
That qualified engineers be as­ 
signed to study the complete prac­ 
ticability of the plan, usually re­ 
ferred to as the Urquhart plan, 
particularly in regard to its flood 
and tide control, economic feasibil­ 
ity and possible alternative plans. 
In approving the recommendation 
and forwarding it to the city coun­ 
cil for further action, the commis­ 
sion asked the council to request the 
county board of supervisors to take 
ac4’*- 
obtain the necessary engi­ 
neering study. Also that if such a 
study appears favorable that neces­ 
sary steps be taken to get a com­ 
plete tide and flood control study 
by the Army corps of engineers. 
Discussion 
at today’s meeting 
brought out feeling in the commit­ 
tee, however, that there is a great 
possibility an engineering study 
might show the project to be un­ 
feasible. 
The committee pointed out that 
in severe weather conditions 550 
acre-feet of water could be dumped 
into Richardson bay in a two hour 
period from the Mill Valley water­ 
shed. If this should coincide with a 
high tide at a time when it was not 
possible to completely empty the 
area behind the dam, it might cause 
great damage. 
In this regard one of the other 
alternative plans w*s mentioned. It 
was that a new earth-fill crossing 
might span the bay from the upper 
end of Marinship to Strawberry 
Point. This might be needed in the 
future, it was pointed out when de­ 
velopment of the Tiburon peninsula 
makes it impractical to carry all 
of its traffic back to Alto and then 
across the present and proposed 
redwood bridges.

60 Miners 


Trapped In 


Explosion 


WEST FRANKFORT, ™ 
(JP) — 
Sixty or more coal miners, trapped 
in an underground explosion, were 
feared deaJ today a- rescue workers 
labored frantically to reach them. 
Only five bodies were recovered 
but both mine and state officials 
held little hope that any of the men 
had survived the blast. 
State mine director Walter Eadie 
and the mine superintendent, John 
R. Foster, said at least 60 men had 
been entombed 500 feet below the 
earth and some two miles back from 
the shaft. 
But grim-faced rescue workers, 
many of them miners of long ex­ 
perience, thought there were al 
least 100 caught in the blocked soft 
coal pit. And Eadie and Foster 
agreed their own estimate was “con­ 
servative.” 
The explosion came less than an 
hour after the night shift of 220 
men had reported for work, at t*J0 
p.m. (EST) yesterday. 


m arsh gas blamed 
Rescue workers, some wearing gas 
masks, were impeded by foul air as 
they timbered their way toward the 
trapped men. The blast, believed to 
have been set off by methane, or 
marsh gas, knocked out cross sec­ 
tion air locks in the vast diggings 
of the Chicago, Wilmington and 
Franklin No. 2 mine. 
Because of the shattered concrete 
air locks fresh air from the outside 
was throttled at the point of the 
explosion. This caused fear among 
old-time miners that the trapped 
men may have died from lack of 
oxygen. 
Telephone communications which 
thread the 25-year-old mine’s web 
of tunnels were knocked out in the 
blast area. And there was no sign i 
of life from that section. 
*NO HOPE’ SEEN 
“I’m of the opinion there’s no 
hope at all for those that are down 
there,” said Eadie at mid-morning, 
even as rescue workers appeared to 
be some four to five hours away 
from reaching the men. 
Foster, superintendent of the mine 
for 22 years, said reports from the 
rescue teams indicated they had 
uncovered at least 14 dead. 
The teams passed up bodies of the 
dead and centered their efforts on 
reaching miners who might be alive. 
"The dead men we can’t help,” 
Foster said, "We are doing every­ 
thing possible to get to the men who 
may be alive.” 
Rescue workers from the sur­ 
rounding towns of Benton, Duquoin* 
Herrin and Dowell rushed to til# 
disaster to help. 
An actual count of the trapped 
men was impossible because many 
of the miners who escaped went 
back into the pit to help with res­ 
cue work. 
FOUL BLACK SMOKE 
Twelve hours after the explosion, 
thick, evil smelling smoke still 
belched each time the elevator doors 
in the deep shaft were opened. 
Inside the dismal concrete build­ 
ing sheltering the shaft, about 30 
women—mothers and wives — were 
standing around In forlorn groups. 
Some were sobbing. One woman was 
standing aside, alone.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Marin's Abundant Talent 
Deserves Encouragement 


The cultural growth of Marin was well ex­ 
pressed last Sunday by the Marin Symphony 
Orchestra and the College of Marin Choir at 
the Marin Catholic High School gymnasium 
in a Christmas concert. 
It was mighty well attended, although we 
did spot a few vacant seats, sad to say. It was 
also very well received, with all hands of the 
700 music lovers in the audience giving our 
fine musicians one solid ovation after another. 


They came to hear good music, and they 
heard it. 


The janitor, the cop on his night off, the 
insurance adjuster, the banker, the social 
arbiter, the merchant, salesman, minister, 
priest, nun, teenager, college senior—they were 
all there and rubbed elbows in the amiable 
and friendly climate which music-verv good 
music—always creates. 
People who come to these affairs are a 
special breed of audience. 
They are never 
ones to “sit on their hands,” as old troupers 
are sometimes wont to complain in the theatre. 
All stops are usually pulled when it comes 
to showing how thev feel about their artists, 
and deafening hand-clapping is often split 
with “bravos.” 


Our Marin Symphony Orchestra and College 
of Marin chorus, under the lively and in­

They had to say "no” 
more often than “yes” during the past two 
months to some pretty entertaining ideas. It

All these unsung efforts (no pun intended) 
on the part of our Marin musicians and sing­ 
ers are substantial contributions to a growing 
culture here in Marin.

Truman Administration Should 
Face Up To Its Own Blunders 
The chargee made over the recent cease-fire 
order in Korea that “wasn’t ordered/* point up the 
crowing sensitivity of the Administration to its own 
mistakes and confusion. 
With increasing frequency the White House is 
blaming the press for such zrnxups. Nothing could 
be more conclusive of the instability and moral 
weakness of our Washington leaders. 
This is not to say that the press is always blame­ 
less. It isn’t. But in the cease-fire case the re­ 
sponsibility is clear. And Arthur Krock, the New 
York Times’ chief Washington correspondent, chal­ 
lenges the Administration on its attempts to pass 
the buck. 
Said Mr. Krock: ’Whenever this Administration 
falls into a state of confusion and somewhat of 
dismay, and when that condition has become a 
matter of public knowledge and concern, an unusual 
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barrage of official denials of unwelcome news is 
launched against the free press in a manner to 
persuade the people that the press is deliberately 
giving a lying account of government. The Truman 
Administration is in this plight today, its lack of 
co-ordination having reached alarming proportions 
and its official record showing a growing stain of 
corruption. Accordingly, its denials have become 
more short and ugly.** 


Krock went on to show that the Associated Press 
report from Korea to the effect that the fighting 
had ceased on “orders from the highest sources” 
was based on statements made by American officers. 
If these statements were not correct, the White 
House should investigate them. If they were correct, 
the White House shouldn’t deny them. Above all, 
the White House should have the intestinal forti­ 
tude to face up to its own blunders. If it can’t the 
press won’t serve as its scapegoat. —California Com­ 
mentator

or a baby in some one’s arms? 
The one sure thing is that it 
might be you. Of course, the odds 
are in your favor. The chances on 
any one day are about 1,550,000-to- 
1 that you won’t be killed by an 
automobile. Your chances against 
being maimed aren’t that high. 
If you are the unlucky 1.000.- 
000th fatality, the chances are 
that you will die in an accident 
that could have been avoided.

MATTER OF FACT 
U.S., Britain 
Should Join 
In Mid-East 


By STEWART ALSOP 
LONDON — Looking back at a 
journey of observation through the 
Middle East, one impression stands 
out. American policy throughout 
this a m is in a state of suspended 
animation, of paralysis. And the 
basic reason seems simple enough. 
The United States lacks any real 
lever of power in the Middle East. 
The Greek-Turkish aid bill, that 
great turning point in American 
foreign policy, gave the United 
States a lever of power in Greece 
and Turkey, Both Greece and Tur­ 
key have visibly benefited, with­ 
out any impairment of their sover­ 
eignty or sense of nationhood. The 
net result has been that the Soviet 
drive cm Greece and Turkey has 
been halted in its tracks, while 
the United States now has staunch 
allies in both countries. 


WHEN GREEK-TURKISH AID 
was first proposed in 1547, Loy 
Henderson, now Ambassador to 
Iran and then chief of the state 
department s Middle East Section, 
very strongly advised that Iran 
should be included. But Iran was 
net included—a decision which 
seems fatally wrong in retrospect 
—largely because Iran was con­ 
sidered primarily a British respon­ 
sibility. What has been happening 
in Iran, and also in Egypt, another 
area of exclusive British respon­ 
sibility, suggests an obvious con­ 
clusion. 
The traditional British system of 
exercising power in such countries 
as these is breaking down, while 
the United States has lacked any 
means of really influencing the 
course of events in these countries. 
At the same time the United States 
has also lacked any real lever of 
power in the Arab countries. 


THE 
CREATION OF THE 
STATE of Israel has led to the 
danger of a second round in the 
Arab-Israel war starting up at 
any time. This might well be fatal 
to American and western interests 
throughout the Middle East. 
Therefore the United States had 
adopted a policy of attempting to 
maintain a precise, precarious 
balance between Israel and the 
Arab states. 
This policy seems logical enough 
at first glance. Yet the net result 
of this attempt to strike a balance 
between a tiny state of a million 
and a half people and a vast, vital 
land area containing forty million 
people has been to create a vacuum 
of power in the Arab states. As 
long as the Arab states cannot be 
strengthened beyond the strength 
of Israel, the United States can 
have no lever of power in the Arab 
world. 


IF THE PROCESS OF disinte­ 
gration in the Middle East is to be 
halted before the Middle East goes 
the way of China, the United 
States must gain levers of power 
in this absolutely vital area. This 
in turn means that there must be, 
first, a basic change in the Anglo- 
American relationship in the Mid­ 
dle East, and second, a basie 
change in the American approach 
to the Arab-Israeli problem. 
The Anglo-American relationship 
In the Middle East has heretofore 
consisted of broad agreement on 
vague generalities at the top, com- 
fbined with beady-eyed suspicion 
and mutual rivalry at the working 
level. The British, acting alone, 
can no longer exercise power ef­ 
fectively in this area, as recent 
history in Iran and Egypt has 
shown. But the United States can­ 
not conceivably afford to dispense 
with British power, which takes 
the form of some 50,000 troops in 
the canal zone, and many other 
forms as well. 


WHAT IS NEEDED IS A REAL 
pooling of American and British 
power in the Middle East—a sort 
of Anglo-American political, mili­ 
tary and economic joint stock com­ 
pany for the whole area. Such a 
close working partnership would 
represent a really formidable ag­ 
gregate of power, sufficient power 
to offer the only possible real in­ 
surance against the outbreak of 
another Arab-Israeli war. 
This insurance can only take the 
form of an unequivocal Anglo- 
American guarantee against ex­ 
pansion in either direction. It is 
this, rather than a policy of keep­ 
ing the Arab states permanently 
weak, which offers the only ulti­ 
mate hope of anything like stable 
relations between Israel and the 
Arab states. This must be com­ 
bined with a really serious effort 
to deal with the poisonous prob­ 
lem of the Arab refugees. 


IN CLOSE WORKING PART­ 
NERSHIP with the British, Am­ 
erican power must then be brought 
to bear with real energy and de­ 
termination, to achieve mutually 
agreed objectives. The central ob­ 
jective must be to create in the 
Middle East reasonably enlighten­ 
ed authoritarian regimes, capable 
of dealing with the west on a ra­ 
tional basis, and capable above all 
of forcing change in an area where 
change is absolutely inevitable. 
We cannot expect to create in 
the Middle East a series of Am­ 
erican stooge governments, and it 
would be fatal to attempt to do 
so. But we can hope to help to 
create and to support in the

Architect Denies 
'School Cost More' 
EDITOR 
Independent-Joumal 
I am writing to comment upon 
your last Friday’s editorial on the 
cost of school buildings. I feel that 
your intent is an admirable com­ 
munity service, and trust that you 
will continue to try to bring the 
facts to your public. However, this 
particular editorial carried some 
statements and some implications 
which are, I 
think, misleading. 
My Firm, incidentally, is not 
connected with any current school 
building program in Marin County. 
The second of your two “high 
cost factors” was “the system of 
employing architects.” You say 
that, since architectural fees are 
generally on a percentage of the 
cost of the work, there is no incen­ 
tive “for the architect to do the 
best (for the taxpayer) possible 
Job,” since “the more school he 
can sell to the trustees (and the 
taxpayers), the more money he 
makes on the deal.” 
Most architects consider the as­ 
signed budget as much a part of 
the problem as the site, the plan or 
the appearance. It would be very 
poor business for a man to pur­ 
posely “gold plate” or overdesign 
a building to thereby Increase his 
fee when, in fact, he knows that 
he will be doing many hours of 
unrecompensed work re v i s i ng 
drawings should bids come in over 
the assigned budget. There ie also 
the fact that a happy, satisfied 
client, the architect’s reputation 
builder, is not the one who finds 
himself faced with impossible bids. 
There are certainly more fool­ 
proof ways for the archiect to 
“make more money on the deal,” 
if his personal standard permit. 
For instance, he can pull out of a 
drawer a daylight control system 
which he has used before and 
knows to be reasonably satisfac-

tory, or he can, as most architects 
will, spend days and weeks design­ 
ing a better system, particularly 
pertinent to the problem at hand 
—even though tho cost of each 
may be the same. 
In regard to your statement that 
$18,000 was remo zed from the cost 
of one Marin school without sacri­ 
ficing any classrooms or anything 
essential, have you carefully con­ 
sidered the meaning of the word 
“essential.” Many things are not 
important in the immediate sense, 
but when judged upon mainten­ 
ance or educational 
efficiency 
standards, are simply good econ­ 
omy. Children can be taught in 
schools where the lighting is un­ 
even or where glare is permitted— 
but is the child’s eye strain worth 
it? Floors, walls and roofs may be 
designed and specified so that re­ 
finishing or replacement is a 20 
year item, or a five year item. 
Certainly the taxpayer is as much 
interested in upkeep costs and the 
teaching environment as he is in 
initial cost. 
I am also certain that many 
taxpayers are aware that 15 dol­ 
lars a foot is not “substantially 
more” than the current cost of 
comparable private structures. The 
architects of comparable private 
structures generally work on the 
same type of contract that they 
have with school districts, and the 
“Sacramento” requirements actu­ 
ally add comparatively little to the 
bid costs. It should be remembered 


however, that schools are one of 
the few types of buildings being 
built at the moment, and that 
school bids necessarily carry 
amounts lor contingencies occa­ 
sioned by indeterminate labor and 
material factors. 
There are, as you say, other ac­ 
ceptable methods for paying ar­ 
chitects, but no one of them is 
perfect. In the end, you have to 
rely to a large extent upon the 
man’s integrity — just as you must 
rely upon the Doctor’s integrity 
when you are told that you must 
have an operation, or upon the 
newspaperman’s when you read his 
reports. In regard to an architect's 
charges, incidentally, it should be 
made clear that the percentage is 
a gross fee. It is also true that the 
pyramiding amount of consulta­ 
tion and form-filling sessions ne­ 
cessitated by CMP, NPA and State 
Aid has not particularly helped 
the office overhead account.

Furthermore, 
architectural services for private 
comparable projects cost less con- 
siderablely than the eight per cent 
which architects charge public 
schools.)

Are you a cash basis taxpayer? 
Most of us are. A cash basis tax­ 
payer figures his income and de­ 
ductions on the basis of actual cash 
receipts and payments. In other 
words, to have a deductible ex­ 
pense, you must have actually paid 
the bill. It is not enough to owe the 
bill at the end of the year. It must 
have been paid. 
This has some very interesting 
possibilities. Assume that your in­ 
come is constant. 
That is, that your 
income will be the 
same in 1552 as it 
was in 1951. 
Assume that you 
have some de­ 
ductible expenses 
incurred but not 
paid. If you pay m 
them in 1951 
you , 
can deduct them fflL 
from your 1951 
income. If you 
___ 
wait and pay 
WIKEL 
them in 1952 you can deduct them 
in 1952. Since we already know that 
1952 taxes will be higher than 1951 
taxes then it just naturally follows 
that you will save more in taxes by 
waiting until 1952 to pay these bills. 
For instance: You have $1,000 in 
deductible expenses, incurred but 
not paid. If you pay this $1,000 in 
1951 and deduct It from your 1951 
taxes, then you will have a tax 
benefit in 1951 of $204 at the lowest 
rate. If you wait and pay in 1952, 
then your 1952 tax benefit will be 
$222. You have made, at the lowest 
tax rate, $1$ by delaying the pay­ 


ment of these bills for a few days. 
If the 1952 tax rate is increased 
again in 1952, then your saving 
would be even greater. 
Of course, this will only work 
out if your income in 1952 will be 
substantially the same, or greater, 
than your 1951 income. If your 1952 
income will be considerably less 
than your 1951 income, it might be 
to your disadvantage to withhold 
payment. 
Now is a good time to consider 
whether it is better to pay your bills 
in 1951 or in 1952.

general population and a certain 
percentage of the population is full 
of larceny. 
The shenanigans of racketeers 
get headlines — never failing to 
horrify the general public — but 
the racketeers are only a small 
percentage of the crooks that are 
loose. 
Government a t t o r n e y s who 
handle tax cases, for instance, will 
show you that the overwhelming 
percentage of tax frauds are com­ 
mitted by people who have been 
considered pillars of their com­ 
munity. 
In the past year a special com­ 
mittee of the senate was set up 
under Senator Douglas, Illinois 
democrat, to study the problem of 
ethics In government and it 
reported: 
“No group in society is in a 
position to point the finger of 
scorn at others. Influence peddlers 
can exist only as long as business­ 
men or others are wi l l i n g to 
patronize them. 


“FAVORITISM CAN BE a prob­ 
lem only when individual men and 
women seek favors of the govern­ 
ment. Gifts, Improper pressure, 
and bribes come from outside the 
government, from 
individuals, 
organizations, and from groups 
which are part of what we call 
the ‘public’. 
“When educational institutione 
which we have long regarded as 
responsible for moral leadership 
are troubled with problems of 
professionalism, 
commr-rialism 
and d i s h o n e s t y in amateur 
athletics, it is evident that we are 
all living in the same glass 
house.” 
In the past congress could have 
tightened the laws to keep em­ 
ployees of the government on the 
straight and narrow. It may do 
something in that direction as a 
result of the present disclosures. 
Several months ago the house 
subcommittee investigating th e 
tax scandals requested that all 
employees of the internal revenue 
bureau be ordered to fill out a 
questionnaire showing all their in­ 
come. This was done. 


BUT MEMBERS OF congress 
themselves have shown remarkable 
lethargy in disclosing their income 
or its sources. Every year since 
1947 Republican Senator Morse 
has urged congress to pass a law 
which would require all members 
of congress and all judges to list— 
for public inspection—all their in­ 
come above their salary. The same 
would apply to other government 
employees making $10,000 a year or 
more. 
President Truman came out for 
pretty,much the same plan a 
couple of months ago. 
But once again congress went 
home for the year without paying 
any attention to the suggestion. 
After it left, the Douglas commit­ 
tee proposed a similar plan for 
action in 1952. 
If the public could see such a 
list of congressmen’s income it 
would be able to tell a little better 
—after a m e m b e r of congress 
plugged for or opposed a certain 
bill—whether he had any personal 
interest in it or stood to lose or 
benefit, depending bn whether it 
passed or didn’t. 
When they argue on the floor 
about a bill, members of congress 
never ask one another about per­ 
sonal interest. But a public listing 
of income would let the public 
know sometimes whether a body 
was buried.

What is Christmas?

But his 
spirit and his example inflame the 
day. 
Sometimes religious leaders get 
cross with Santa Claus and say he 
takes the honors that belong to 
Jesus. But no one who has read the 
life of Christ could ever think of 
him as being jealous. Santa is just 
Him with a white beard on. 
Perhaps, if Santa Claus pressed 
his views 365 days a year, as Jesus 
did—he might, even in these en­ 
lightened days, risk a similar perse­ 
cution. 
RID OF PREJUDICES 
What is Christmas? 
It is the time of letting-go of 
hidebound prejudices and having 
the courage to be sentimental and 
good. It is the time when men take 
down a cold unfeeling star from the 
sky and make it a warm and stir­ 
ring beacon on a free. 
Mainly the grownups say, “Christ­ 
mas is for the kids.” But they them­ 
selves enjoy it most, although often 
they are oddly ashamed to acknowl­ 
edge it. In December their crust of 
foolish sophistication — the crust 
they grow to protect themselves 
from disappointment—wears thin. 
They light a silent candle to an old 
belief, that most men really do wish 
each other wall but don’t know quite 
what to do about it. 
What is Christmas? It is a sea­ 
son when they can cast away their 
mutual doubts and really do some­ 
thing for one another. 
JEWISH SERVICER 
The Jews, who regard Jesus as 
only a prophet, have their own fes­ 
tival this time of year. It is called 
Chanukah, the festival of lights. It 
lasts eight days. On each day they 
light another candle, give another 
gift. 
The other day a Jewish friend of 
mine, whose children go to a pub­ 
lic school and love the festival of 
Christmas, told me the plight of 
his young daughter. 
She came to her father and said: 
“Daddy, I was chosen to be an 
angel in our Christmas play, but do 
I have the right to play it?” 
And her father, knowing her 
problem, said: 
“Honey, be their angel.” 
I think that is Christmas — and 
America. 


Bay Commuters 
Say New Bonds 
Not Beneficial 
SAN FRANCISCO (AV-The *<*o- 
ciation of Bay Bridge Commuters, 
seeking to have the 8an Francisco 
Bay span become toll-free next year 
as scheduled, said yesterday that 
state-authorized refinancing of the 
bridge will not benefit bridge users. 
The commuter group’s argument 
was presented in an affidavit as 
the Superior court here delayed for 
a week a hearing on their suit for 
a permanent injunction to prevent 
the state Toll Bridge Authority from 
selling $21.000,000 in bonds to re­ 
finance the bridge. 
Last week they won a temporary 
restraining order blocking the sale, 
but the state Supreme court lifted 
the order, permitting the bridge au­ 
thority to offer and receive bids 
for the bonds. 
Under federal regulations, when 
the original bridge bonds are paid 
off next year, the span must be 
made toll free. But the Toll Bridge 
Authority is seeking to keep the 
tolls while a second bridge is built 
and paid for. Its backers say few 
would pay toll on a new span if 
travel was free on the present 
bridge. 
But the commuters said yester­ 
day that the issuance of new bonds 
will benefit “no one except east bay 
real estate interests, people who 
handle insurance on the bridge, and 
bond buyers.” 
Further, they contend the sale of 
new bonds will delay, rather than 
speed construction of a second cross­ 
ing. 
“If purposeless indebtedness is 
placed on the existing bridge, no 
additional transbay crossing will be 
constructed in the near future,” 
their affidavit stated.

U. S. Urges War * 


On Rat Losses 


WASHINGTON (jP) — Uncle Sam 
is urging farmers to declare an ag­ 
gressive war against rats. 
The rural rodent, says the agri­ 
culture department, is eating enough 
grain to create a serious food pro­ 
duction problem. 
The agency estimates that rats 
alone eat about 250 million bushels 
of grain annually. That is nearly 
10 per cent of the quantity farmers 
feed annually to produce the na­ 
tion’s supply of pork, beef, poultry 
and eggs. 
The department also estimates 
that between 300 million and 600 
million bushels of grain are lost 
each year to insects. 
“Complete prevention of losses by 
rodents and insects," the depart 
ment says, “would save more than 
enough grain to eliminate the pros­ 
pective grain deficits during the 
next few years and greatly reduce 
efforts needed otherwise to increase 
production.” 
* 
While conceding that complete 
elimination of such losses i* not 
possible, the department says farm­ 
ers can utilize rat and insect con­ 
trol measures which would greatly 
reduce these losses.

Probe Is Due 
On New Law 
School Rules 
SACRAMENTO (/P) — The State 
Bar’s new rules on accrediting Cali­ 
fornia law schools are going to be 
looked into by a group of assembly­ 
men. 
Chairman Ralph M. Brown (D., 
Modesto) of the Assembly Judiciary 
committee yesterday gave the Job 
to a three man subcommittee head­ 
ed by Assemblyman Randal F. 
Dickey (R.t Alameda). 
He said in a letter to Dickey the 
Bar Association’s new rules have 
the same effect as a bill which was 
rejected in the Legislature. 
The bar recently laid down these 
requirements for accreditation of 
law schools: 
At least three full time instruc­ 
tors, a library of 7200 volumes and 
the admission only of students with 
at least two years of college training. 
Accreditation formerly depended 
on the percentage of a school’s stu­ 
dents passing the bar examinations. 
Non-aocredited schools can continue 
to operate, but their students must 
take a preliminary examination at 
the end of their first year and take 
courses for four instead of three 
years. 
Brown named Assemblymen Rob­ 
ert I. McCarthy (D., San Francisco), 
Patrick D. McGee (R., Los Angeles) 
and Arthur H. Connolly (R., San 
Francisco) to serve with Dickey. 
Brown will be an ex officio member 
of the subcommittee.

PILGRIMAGE MADE 
Christians from other parts of the 
Holy Land who want to make the 
pilgrimage to Nazareth this year 
hope they will not be overtaken by 
another gale and rain storm such 
as the one which ravaged the coun­ 
try during the past week. Nazareth 
itself is on a steep hillside, so that 
it escaped much of the damage from 
flooding which plagued the plains 
But the main road to Nazareth Is 
still inundated at one or two points 
and automobiles are forced to de­ 
tour. 
An auxiliary road passes a camp 
of tents and tin huts for the Jewish 
immigrants who came here from 
Iraq a few weeks ago. They, too, had 
been preparing for observance of 
Dec. 24 which, by coincidence this 
year, also marks the Jewish festival 
of light, Hanukkah. But the camp 
was washed out. A few of the can­ 
vas flaps float desolately on a sea 
of mud and water. The tin wall of 
a former hut rises bleakly in the 
brown mire. The former refugees 
who lived here are refugees once 
more. 


Marin Health Officer Clarice H. 
Hayiett declared this week that a 
rising total of trichinosis cases in 
Marin warrants local investigation 
and further warnings on the haz­ 
ards of eating undercooked pork. 
Nine cases have reported so far, 
compared with only two last year. 
Humans pick up trichinosis by 
eating pork from animals fed on 
raw garbage, Dr. Hayiett explained. 
Though two-thirds of the pork eat­ 
en in California comes from out of 
state, garbage feeding of hogs is 
common practice In California. 
“To date, all methods developed 
to detect trichina-infected pig car­ 
casses have proven to be impracti­ 
cal,’* Dr. Hayiett said. “Since most 
of us are not in a position to know 
the dietary habits of the pig that 
produced our sausage meat, thor­ 
ough cooking is the only alterna­ 
tive.’* 
This applies to an fresh pork, 
bear, deer and other wild animal 
meat which also may carry the 
deadly parasite, she warned. 
There is no specific treatment for 
trichinosis, which is often mistaken 
for influenza. Symptoms range from 
mild reactions to agonizing, fatal 
infections in extreme cases. An up­ 
set stomach may or may not occur 
after eating the infected meat. 
A week oa* two later fever, head 
ache, swelling of the face and mus­ 
cular pains will appear. But that 
may be only the beginning, accord­ 
ing to Dr. Hayiett. Though the worst 
phase of the disease usually sub­ 
sides in six to eight weeks, the 
muscle pain and tenderness, accom­ 


panied by extreme fatigue, may lay 
a person low up to a year or more. 
“Control of trichinosis will de­ 
pend largely on adequate processing 
of all pork products usually eaten 
without further cooking by the con­ 
sumer,** the medical officer declared. 
All pork should be cooked at a 
high temperature and long enough 
to let all parts of the meat reach 
at least 150 degrees. Other ways 
to cut down the danger of trichi­ 
nosis are more stringent defenses 
against rats, discouraging raw gar­ 
bage eating by hogs, and by con­ 
sumer education. Dr. Hayiett point­ 
ed out.

11 
you want to halve the almonds, 
split them with a small sharp 
knife as soon as you’ve pressed 
off their skins and while the nut 
meats are still warm. 
When a recipe calls for “roast­ 
ed” blanched almonds, put the 
prepared nut meats in a shallow 
pan and toss them with a little 
melted butter or margarine (1 tea­ 
spoon to I cup of the nuts) and 


roast in a slow (300 F.) oven, stir­ 
ring occasionally, for 20 to 25 min­ 
utes. 
CRISP ALMOND TREATS 
Ingredients: 
cup butter or 
margarine, 1 cup confectioners’ 
sugar. 1 egg yolk, V* teaspoon al­ 
mond extract, 1V4 cups sifted all­ 
purpose 
flour,

Method: Cream butter or mar­ 
garine and sugar, beat in egg yolk 
thoroughly.

Lightly spread an almond 
(ahole or split, depending on size 
af cookies) with honey and place 
n the center of each cookie or 
accurate as desired with almonds, 
colored candy shot, and candied 
cherries. Bake on ungreased cookie 
sheet in hot (400 F.) oven 8 to N 
minutes. 


Scald all utensile first. Scald 
mint; pour it into a bowi ana add 
sugar, iat, and salt. When It has 
cooled to 80 degrees F., (cool to 
touch) add the yeast, crumbling it, 
and stirring it smooth. Add about 
half the Hour, then the well- 
beaten egg.

board until the dough Is smooth 
and elastic. A good test is to watch 
for small blisters to appear just 
under the surface.

When 
the dough has doubled, punch 
down and let rest for 10 minutes.

Those Damp 
Basements

AP Real Estate Editor 
A damp basement can do more 
harm to a house than years of 
weathering or a generation of wear 
and tear. It can cause dry rot of 
vital structural members. It breeds 
mildew. It is destructive to valu­ 
able equipment—furnace, laundry 
machines and other metal work. 
And it deprives a householder of 
the use of indispensable storage 
space. 
The ideal basement is warm 
and dry in winter, cool and dry in 
summer. That dry quality the year 
round is far cheaper to obtain 
than paying for excessive repairs 
and replacements. 
The most economical and effec­ 
tive steps toward a permanently 
dry basement can be taken when 
a house is being built. But don’t 
give up hope if you’re not in the 
market for a new house. There are 
many practicable 
remedies 
for 
damp basements. 
The only trouble is that the 
cause of one damp basement may 
not be the cause of another. You 
have to analyse your own problem 
carefully. There is no single cure- 
all. As in the treatment of an 
infection, both the symptoms and 
the cause must be understood. 
There are three major forms of'* 
basement dampness: cond *•*-*»tion, 
capillary action and outright leak­ 
age. * * 
CONDENSATION 
is probably 
the most common offender and 
usually the easiest to combat. It is 
caused 
when 
moist 
warm 
air 
touches a cold surface and invis­ 
ible vapor suddenly condenses to 
water. This is illustrated by that 
old standby—the glass of ice water 
sweating in the summertime. 
Warm air can hold much more 
water in the form of vapor than 
cold air. As soon as you heat air, 
it becomes thirsty and drinks up 
any paoisture present, through the 
process of evaporation. This can 
be speeded up by keeping the air 
in motion. 
HEATING AND VENTILATING 
•re sometimes enough to overcome 
condensation. The heat raises the 
capacity of the air to take up and 
hold water. It can warm the wall 
surface above the dew point. Then 
ventilation, in dry weather, can 
remove the moist air. 
Sometimes an uninsulated water 
heater will provide enough heat 
in the basement in summer to 
prevent condensation. But it*s im­ 
portant to have alt fuel-burning 
heaters vented into the chimney, 
because of moisture added to the 
air through the process of com­ 
bustion. 
The only trouble with ventilation 
is that it depends on outdoor hu­ 
midity. In wet weather it doesn’t 
help much. But normally it is ef­ 
fective. because more moisture is 
created in the average house than 
outside air contains. Clothes dryers 
and even laundry hanging on 
lines in a basement send all the 
water in the wet wash into the air, 
increasing the humidity. So during 
laundry operations, the same as 
during cooking or after bathing 
upstairs, ventilation is Important. 
REMOVING THE MOISTURE 
from the air is basically the most 
effective measure in eliminating 
dampness due to condensation. 
Mechanical dehumidifiers, working 
on the principles of a refrigerator, 
can be purchased. They contain 
an evaporation coil that Is kept

Balance is improved immensely by bringing the house 
down to ground level, by enlarging windows, by accenting 
horizontal.

just above the freezing point. This 
does not cool the basement, be­ 
cause the heat removed from th^ 
air is blown back into the air 
through the condenser, while the 
moisture is removed. The moisture 
runs down the coil into a drain or 
container. It isn’t unusual to find 
a bucket of water removed from 
the air within 24 hours. 
BASEMENTS ALSO CAN be de­ 
humidified with chemicals. Cal­ 
cium chloride is commonly used 
because of its ability to absorb 
moisture and its relatively low cost 
—about 3 cents per pound in large 
lots. It can be used only once, 
though. When liquified it must be 
disposed of where it cannot injure 
concrete or any vegetation. It cor­ 
rodes iron, so flush it well when 
emptying it down drains. 
Lithium chloride is used like 
calcium chloride. 
Silica gel has the advantage of 
re-use. Heating the gel drives off 
the water and restores the absorp­ 
tion quality. Some mechanical de­ 
humidifiers employ silica gel by 
discharging the heated moisture 
through a vent to the outdoors. 


Wood vs. Steel 
Wood cabinets are easier to in­ 
stall than steel ones but pre­ 
fabricated steel cabinets have the 
advantages of strong construction 
and a style which blends well with 
modern kitchen appliances. Steel 
is easier to clean, and the weather 
will not affect the operation of 
doors and cabinet drawers. 


Rot-Proof Posts 
The rotting of fence posts or 
mail box posts can be forestalled 
by charring the end that will be 
buried. A craftsman finds this a 
convenient stopgap when creosote 
and other impregnations are not 
available. He builds a small bon 
fire and burns the ends of each 
post until well charred by the 
flames. He says this method is 
effective against insects as well a* 
against natural decomposition.

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Good Lights For Studying 
Big Aid To School Children 


How to protect your child's 
health and help him to do his best 
In school! 
Provide a place for him to study 
at home—with adequate light for 
studying! 
Poor, inadequate light results In 
less 
efficient 
work 
and 
poor 
grades. But, even worse, it causes 
eyestrain and may lead to head­ 
aches and defective eyesight. 
Today there are definite, easy- 
to-follow rules and “recipes" for 
providing good artificial light for 
studying. Three such recipes— 
Numbers 5, 6 and 7—are given in 
the booklet, “See Your Home in 
a New Light," a copy of which you 
can obtain free of charge simply 
by asking at your nearest P. G. 


and E. office. This booklet also 
tells how to provide good light for 
many other seeing tasks in the 
home. Each recipe tells the kind 
of lamp to use, the correct size of 
bulb and shade, where to place the 
lamp. 
FOR SERIOUS STUDY it is de­ 
sirable to have 40 foolcandles of 
good quality light. 
Use a single table lamp about 
25 inches high, not less than 21 
inches, with a white-lined opaque 
shade, which reflects the light 
downward onto the desk top. A 
light-colored shade can be used, 
but not one which will be bright 
when the lamp is lighted, because 
that would be a source of direct 
glare. To assure a generous spread 


of light on the desk, the lower edge 
of the shade should be 15 inches 
above the desk top and at least 15 
inches in diameter. 


INSIDE THE SHADE the lamp 
has a diffusing bowl of plastic or 
blown glass, eight to nine inches 
across the top. This throws some 
light up to the ceiling, where it is 
distributed throughout the room, 
giving general illumination. It also 
gives a soft diffused light over 
tl\e desk, rather than a glaring 
spot of light on a small area. A 
150-watt bulb or a 50-100-150 
three-way bulb may be used. A 
study lamp should have either a 
diffusing bowl or a white indirect- 
lite bulb to diffuse the downward 
light. 


A SINGLE TABLE LAMP should 
be placed not more than 15 inches 
to one side of the work center and 
12 inches from the front edge of 
the desk. If the student is right- 
handed ,the lamp should be on 
the left; otherwise his writing 
hand will make shadows on his 
work. 
. 
TWO WALL LAMPS can be 
used on each side of the work 
area. The centers of the lamps 
should be 30 inches apart and 17>» 
inches from the front edge of the 
desk. The bottom of each shade is 
15 inches above the desk top. 
These lamps also have diffusing 
bowls, six inches in diameter at 
the top. They use 100-watt bulbs. ~ 
The shades are 6 Vi Inches high 
and 10 inches across at the bottom. 
THIS ARRANGEMENT gives a 
very even light over the top of 
the desk an$l also leaves more desk 
space for books and papers. The 
fact that the desk is placed against 
a plain light-colored wall means 
that additional light is reflected 
from the wall onto the desk. This 
also avoids any sharp contrast of 


light and dark between desk, pa­ 
pers and wall. 
If the top of the desk is shiny, 
you will have reflected 
glare, 
which causes eyestrain. It is best 
to cover the working area with 
light blotters; this prevents the 
glare and does away with the dis­ 
turbing contrast between a dark 
table and bright papers. 
For easy reading, a book should 
be propped at a 45-degree angle, 
instead of lying flat on the desk. 
And the level of the student's 
eyes should be 14 inches above the 
top of the desk. A cushion may be 
used to raise a small child to the 
proper height. 


Insomnia Cure 
If there is any such thing as a 
“sure cure" for insomnia other 
than good sleeping

imagine that it is a cold winter 
morning about 5 a m and it is 
time to get up.

RELIGIOUS NATURE REQUIRED 
Belvederean, Leading Craftsman In Stained Glass Art, 
Has Produced Many Inspiring Examples In Marin Churches

Blessed James of Ulm, patron 
saint of stained glass craftsmen, 
has a disciple in Belvedere. 
He is Harold Cummings whose 
studios in San Francisco are one 
of the ten firms in the country 
"creating stained glass that is at 
least on as high a level as the best 
In England, while some of it is 
better and not unworthy to be 
compared with the great French 
glass of the 12th and 13th cen­ 
tury.” This is the opinion of Ralph 
Adams Oram, outstanding archi­ 
tect for Gothic churches in the 
United States who believes that a 
good church can be ruined by bad 
glass and good glass can almost 
redeem bad architecture. 
In Marin county, the studios 
work can be seen in the Sausalito 
Christ Episcopal church, tin famed 
Captain Oollur window in the San 
Rafael Presbyterian church, St. 
Paul's, San Rafael; 
Dominican 
College, 
St. 
Raphael’s 
church 
among others. 
Glass has been a subject of fas* 
«¿nation of Cummings, a former 
Belvedere city councilman, since 


he was a youngster In the mid- 
West. Although he got a degree in 
engineering from Iowa State Uni­ 
versity, it didn’t take him long to 
get into the field of his choice. 
With glass work an avocation at 
first, Cummings took over a studio 
in San Francisco in 1921 with a 
friend and in 1928 became sole 
owner. His work force of nine 
craftsmen now turns out stained 
glass windows from an attractive 
stucco building, formerly a sculp­ 
tors studio, in North Beach.

speaks 
with 
en­ 
thusiasm from his wood-paneled 
book-lined office with its small 
stained glass window. The books 
bear titles like: ‘Glass, the Miracle 
Maker,” 
"Background 
of 
the 
Bible”, 
"Christian 
Archeology”, 
"Sacred Art”, “Book of Saints”, 
"Life of Christ in Art’*, Van Loon s 
The Arts” and “Five Thousand 
Years of Glass.” 
INTEREST IN GLASS, he ex­ 
plains, goes back to ancient times. 
It was known and used five thous­ 
and years ago by civilizations in 
Asia, Eastern Europe and Egypt. 
About the third or fourth centuries 


after Christ, glass began first to 
be used in windows in the Chris­ 
tian basilicas of Italy and in 
southern Europe. 
After Christian architecture be­ 
came creative in western Europe, 
stained 
glass 
"became 
alive”. 
Architects and artists, many of 
whom participated in the Cru­ 
sades, found appealing the point­ 
ed windows observed in Saracenic 
mosques and they began to employ 
them us models in their own new 
form of ecclesiastical architecture 
—the Gothic cathedral. The "Gol­ 
den Age in Stained Glass” marked 
by the use of rich color and simple 
treatment, took place during the 
12th and 13th centuries in Europe, 
particularly in France where the 
windows of Chartres Cathedral are 
known throughout the world. 
But from the 18th century on, 
the decline in the art was rapid, 
Cummings 
explained. 
Painters 
began to paint with pigment on 
white glass and the windows began 
to lose charm. 
ABOUT 1888. A REVIVAL began 
to take place as American archi­ 
tects and glass men traveled to 


Europe and studied the old art. 
There are now about 79 members 
of the ngtian-wide Stained Glass 
Association, Cummings, an ex­ 
president noted, with about 12 
studios doing top work In the 
country. 
Many churches in this country, 
Cummings said, are still using 
opalescent or “candy-stick” glass 
with painted pictures and the ef­ 
fect is not good. For one thing the 
enamel paint in not lasting in con­ 
trast to the permanence of the 
method used in production of 
stained glass. 
A stained glass window is made 
up of pieces of glass usually held 
together by lead. Glass is made by 
fusing together 
some form of 
silica as sand, and alkali as potash 
or soda and some other base, as 
lime or lead oxide. Lead, a metallic 
element is heavy, pliable 
and 
easily fusible. 
Colored glass is "stained” by 
some metallic oxide added to it in 
the process of manufacture. Dur­ 
ing the process the opaque sub­ 
stances are transformed into glow­ 
ing and vibrant material. 


With the exception of a stain 
painted and fired to produce a yel­ 
low tone in white glass, the only 
pigment used is a reddish brown 
or black powdered oxide to deli­ 
neate features and form. The pig­ 
ment is rendered permanent by 
fusing in the surface of the glass 
at a high temperature. 
TO COLOR THE GLASS, var­ 
ious chemicals are added to the 
colorless glass in its molten state. 
Copper oxide produces blue, ruby 
and green under different con­ 
ditions. Cobalt is the base of fine, 
pure blues. Green is from chro­ 
mium and iron oxide. Ruby is col­ 
ored with gold. 
Cummings Studios contains as 
many as 500 different kinds of 
glass to be used in the windows. 
he owner himself continues to 
participate in the actual produc­ 
tion, but concentrates on the re- 
search involved and the •*er’*u 
conception of the window. His

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The altar window group at Christ#$ Episcopal church in Sausalito depicts 
Christ, the King in center panel, with the crucification and resurrection on 
either side. The glory of the window lies in its life and movement in the 
light. From sunrise through midday to night, the colors change, each ac­ 
cording to its particular nature, They gain or lose prominence l*ke the 


instruments in an orchestra. The blues grow prominent when the light 
wanes. The reds and yellows gain brilliancy at midday. Thus through the 
day there is an everchonging, living pattern of tones and blues. 
Stained 
glass windows were used in early churches primarily to admit light while 
excluding wind and weather. They are component parts of the architecture.

Of Stained Glass Patron Saint 
When Holidays End

XI waui the eve before Christmas 
and mother and dad were return­ 
ing home, their arms laden with 
bundles. A «oft m antle of snow 
covered the earth. The last rays 
of the winter's sun cast a rosy 
glow on the window panes edged 
with frosty white. 
As they approached the house 
m other 
exclaimed, 
‘ Will,—look! 
Rosas m December.” On either side 
of the step, dad’s prise rose bu»hes 
were covered with glorious red 
blooms. As he reached out and 
touched the red crept* paper flow­ 
ers, a Utter of laughter came from 
within, 
IN CALIFORNIA we don't have 
to tie paper flowers on the bushed 
to have roses in December, We 
can dash out in the yard and 
gather an armful of greens with 
which to decorate the mantle, 
make a wreath for the door, or a 
centerpiece for the table. 
Simple arrangem ents are always 
the most effective. A grouping of 
these new oversize candles, a few 
sprigs of greens, with cluster* of 
red berries make a holiday decor­ 
ation your friends will talk about. 
XI you don't have pyracantha or 
toyon berries in your garden col­ 
ored balls are a handy substitute. 
Sprays of greens with pine cones 
and berries seem to be gaining fa- 
with the traditional wreath as 
a decoration for the door. 
One of the most effective I have 
seen this season, was a doorway 
tied like a giant package with red 
oilcloth ribbon 
The center was 
caught together with a cascading 
spray ot jupiper and clusters of 
red pyracantha berries. 
FLOR18Th* DISPLAYS of gift 
plants are exceptionally beautiful 


this 
year. 
Some 
are 
colorful 
enough to take the place of a tree 
in the small apartm ent or living 
room. 
It 
takes 
a 
considerable 
amount of know-how to get a 
plant in full bloom for just a cer­ 
tain week or day. such as Christ­ 
mas or Easter, especially if the 
weather m an and nature have 
joined forces against you. 
You will want to enjoy and keep 
these festive and pray olants long 
past the hojiday season. Most gift 
plants should be set in a pan of 
water for a few minutes each day, 
so they can absorb enough water 
to keep moist without the soil be­ 
coming soggy. Keep them away 
from sudden drafts and changes in 
temperature. 
AKALEA8 ENJOY an overhead 
syringing daily in addition to the 
watering, and should be kept in 
the coolest part of your house. G ift 
plants are sometimes forced Into 
bloom and are not as strong as 
those allowed to m atur as nature 
dictates. However, It Is worthwhile 
saying your plant and setting it 
out in your garden where it will 
receive a few good hours of morn* 
mg sun only and where the drain­ 
age is adequate. Poor drainage is 
deadly to an azalea. 
If your polnsettla is In a porous 
clay pot, set the pot in a larger 
waterproof container and surround 
it with wet peat moss. W ater the 
peat moss when you water the 
plant. This will insure a steady 
supply of moisture to the roots. 
Keep your plant away from gas 
fumes 
IF YOU HAVE RECEIVED a 
pyre .antha or Jerusalem cherry as 
a gift, place it on a cool porch or 
patio, or better yet plant It right 
away.

Research, Cummings explained, 
involves taking the viewpoint of 
window donor, church committee 
or clergy and interpreting it a r­ 
tistically. In many cases it is 
necessary to do research into the 
life, say, of an obscure saint, to 
delve Into heraldry, church history. 
“You must have a religious na- 
. ture to work constructively and 
well In stained glass,“ Cummings 
believes. “Otherwise 
in 
working 
out-subject 
m atter, 
you’d 
com­ 
pletely miss the feeling." 
Unless you have a reverence for 
God, I don't see how you can be 
creative in this.” 
TO DO A REALLY CREATIVE 
job, you have to have opinions ot 
your own, Cummings said and not 
just follow the ideas of the people 
who give the orders for windows. 
As an example, he mentioned the 
im portance of symbq}pfm in color. 
Once a woman wanted him to 
put red on the garments of the 
Lord 
m 
Ascension. 
Cummings 
finally convinced her that the tra ­ 
ditional off - white, symbolizing 
purity was more fitting. 
Red, he said, symbolizes love; 
green, hope; 
gold, achievement; 
purple, royalty; blue, spirituality. 
After the research Is completed, 
a 
black and white preliminary 
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pencil sketch is made, a color 
sketch and then a full-sized draw­ 
ing called a cartoon. 
From the cartoon, the cutline 
and pattern drawings are made. 
The cutline drawing*Is a careful, 
exact tracing of the leadlines of 
the cartoon on heavy paper. The 
leadlines are the outlines df the 
shapes for patterns to which the 
glass is to be cut. This serves as 
guide for the subsequent placing 
and binding with lead of the glass. 
The pattern drawing is a car­ 
bon copy of the cutline drawing. 
After the glass Is selected the glass 
cutter places the pattern on a 
piece of the desired color and cuts 
the glass to the shape of the pat­ 
tern. 
Then the painter paints on each 
piece of glass with special paint 
the main outlines of the cartoon 
and fired in an electric kiln. F ur­ 
ther patterning is applied in half­ 
tone mats to control the light and 
bring colors into harmony and 
then the pieces are fired again at 
1250 degrises, The pieces which 
look grey before they are fired, are 
glossy afterward«. 
THE GLAZIER THEN FITS the 
glass into the proper grooved lead, 
the many joints, formed by the 
leading are soldered and the en­ 
tire window is cemented on both 
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sides to make it firm and water­ 
tight. 
Cummings said it takes about 
three months to make a window 
and the price might run anywhere 
from $200 to $10,000. The work 
can't be done for less than $25 per 
square foot and m ight be as high 
as $150. 
Not only does the firm make the 
traditional stained glass windows 
for churches, but occasionally does 
a window for a school, as in M ar­ 
tinez. They are now working on an 
unusual and beautiful window for 
an Indian mission in New Mexico 
which is Indian in feeling and de­ 
signed to fit into the adobe church.

W ON'T K N O CK HIMSELF OUT 
Disney Turns Down Offers 
Of Co-Axial Cable Gents

HOLLYWOOD (U.R)—W alt Dis­ 
ney, who’s turned down a rep o rt­ 
ed $8,000,000 in TV offers, said he 
did it because he doesn’t w ant 
to go into com petition w ith him ­ 
self. 
“I still have confidence In the 
movie business,” the cartoon genius 
explained quitely. “I happen to 
th in k it’ll still be around for a 
few m ore years.” 
And as long as it Is, Disney’s a 
cinch to keep raking in the dough. 
Any tim e he feels he could use 
another old m illion or two he ju st 
re-releases one of his full-length 
cartoons. 
“TELEVISION PEOPLE w ant to 
buy m y films,” he shrugged. “B ut 
I ’m n ot selling. W hy should I? 
T hey’re 
still 
good 
for 
movie 
theaters. And, b e c a u s e th ey ’re 
timeless, they always will be.” 
W hich is why he can’t see any 
sense in selling “Alice in W onder­ 
lan d ” or “Cinderella” or “Bam bi” 
to the co-axial cable gents. He can 
m ake m ore dough putting ’em in 
the vault for a year or two and 
th en slam ming ’em out again. 
B ut Disney m akes one concession 
every C hristm as. He puts on an 
hour-long TV show for the kids. 
T his year his fantasy on CBS-TV 
will give ’em a peek into “Peter 
P an ” and “Snow W hite,” w hichll 
be m aking the rounds again by 
Easter. 
“B ut I insisted on one thing,” 
he added. “And the sponsors agreed 
w ith me. No commercials. All we 
do is tell you the nam e of the 
sponsor . . . and th a t’s th at. 
“MY BIG BEEF w ith television 
is the stupid commercials. They’re 
in bad taste. And there are too 
m any of ’em. Why, I ’ve watched 
shows th a t have been interrupted 
six tim es in 30 m inutes to plug 
a product. 


“This is bad showm anship. I t’s 
hurting television.” 
It could even be another reason 
why he turned down th a t $8,000,- 
000. Disney m akes cartoons be­ 
cause he loves ’em. So do the 600 
people who work for him , 
Disney m akes sure of this w ith 
a concentrated 
“Love - thy - job” 
cam paign. T he com m issary serves 
rare roast beef a t half w hat it 
costs him . T here’s even beer on 
ice . . . the only studio in town 
th a t lets the bars down this far. 
“WHY NOT?” the boss shrugs. 
“This way they’re a lot more apt 
to have one beer and get back to 
work on tim e. If I didn’t sell it 
here they could go off the lot and 
maybe have a coupla m artinis and 
never get back.” 
He has a good way of keeping 
'em on their toes on the Job, too. 
He shows ’em w hat the com peti­ 
tions turning out. 
“Only the best ones,” he added. 
“I never show a bad cartoon from 
another studio. T h at tends to m ake 
everybody here get fat and lazy 
and smug. 
“B ut when they see a good one 
somebody 
else 
has 
m ade 
they 
charge out and work twice as 
hard.”
